metrius, the Brother of King 
Antigonus, from Macedonia, and 
delivers her and the Kingdom of 
Cyrene to him. 

After the Death of the King, 
the Alexandrians ſent Embaſſa- 
| dors to the Romans, intreating 
them that they would undertake 
the Guardianſkip of the Child, 
and defend the Kingdom of E- 
gypt, which they ſaid Philip and 
Antiochus had divided betwixt 
them. This Embaſſy was very 
acceptable to the Romans. 

On the other Side, Acilius the 
Roman Conſul, who had been 
ſent to this War againſt Antio- 
chus, provided Forces, Arms, 
and other Things neceſſary for 
War very induſtriouſly ; nor was 
the Event of the War any other 
than the Preparatiin of both 
Sides had been ; wherefore he 
was routed and forced to fly into 
Aſia. 

The Conditions of Peace of. 
fered to Antiochus, King of A- 
_ fla, were theſe, That Aka ſhould 
be the Romans ; that he ſhould 
have the Kingdom of Syria ;

After Alexander the Great had 
routed Darius's Army in the 
Streights of Cilicia, and was ad- 
vanced into Syria, the 'Tyrians 
ſent him a golden Crown of 
oreat Weight ; which he kindly 
received, and ſaid that he would 
co to Tyre, to pay his Vows to 
-ercules. 

Xerxes goes on with the War 
aeainſt Greece, which his Father 
had begun ; which when Dema- 
ratus, King of theLacxdemonians, 
underſtood, who was in Exile 
with Xerxes, being more reſpeCt- 
ful to his Country after his Ba- 
niſhment, than to the King after 
his Favours, he gives an Account 
of all Things to the Magiſtrates 
in wooden "Tablets. 

Afﬀer Cyrus, King of Perſia, 
had conquered Crzſus, King of 
Lydia, he granted him his Life, 
a Part of his Patrimony, and the 
City, Barene ; in which, altho' he 
did not lead a King's Life, yet he 
led a Life next to Royal Majeſty. 
This Clemency was no leſs uſe- 
ful to the Conqueror than the 
Conquered. 

The Gauls ſent Ambaſſadors to 

Dionyſius, the 'Tyrant of Sicily, 
waging War in Italy, deſiring 
his Afiftance and Friendſhip. 

They ſaid that their Nation was 

placed amongſt his Enemies, and 

would be very uſeful to him. 

This Ambaſſy was very accept- 
able to Dionyſus. .

Cambyſes ſucceeded Cyrus. He 
added Egypt to the Empire of 
his Father. But being offended 
at the Superſtition of the Egyp- 
tians, he ordered the Temples of 
Apis, and the other Gods, to 
be puiled down. Afterwards he 
added Parricide to his Sacrilege ; 
for it was hard for him - to ſpare 
his Relations, who had not ſpa- 
red the Gods, 

When he died, he left the 
Guardianſhip of his Sons to a 
Slave of approved Fide'ity ; and 
ſo great was the reſpe& for his 
Memory amongft all People, that 
they chole rather to obey a Slave, 
than forſake the King's Sons 3 
and the great Men of the King- 
dom, forgetting their H onour, 
ſuffered the Government te be 
managed by a Slave, 

When Africanus had received 
his Son from Antiochus, whom 
he had taken paſſing over into 
Aſia in a ſmall Ship, he faid, 
'That private Favours were to 
be ſeperated from publick Con- 
cerns ; that the Duty of a Fa- 


ther was one thing, and the 


Rights of his Country another, 
which ſhould be preferred, not 
only before Children, but even 
Lite iticlf; that he therefore 
received his Preſent thankfully, 
and would anſwer the King's 
Bounty in other Things.

Empire of the Medes. 'They en- 
joyed the Empire three hundred 
and bfty Years. 

Rome, which was in the Time 
of the old Romans, Miſtreſs of 
the World and was called the 
Eternal City, is diftant fifteen 
Miles from the Sea of Tuſcany, 
which the Romans formerly 
called, Mare Inferum. Tybur is 
diſtant twenty Miles from Rome 
to the North and Eaſt. 


In the Beginning of his 
Reign, Cyrus ſet Sybaris (whom 
he had freed out of Jail, and 
made his Companion in all

The Gauls paſſing the Alps, 
ſubdued the Pannonians, and wa- 
ged War ſeveral Years with the 
neighbouring Nations; ſome 
inveded Greece, and others Ma- 
cedonia ; and ſo great was the 
Terror of the Gallick Name, that 
Kings, not moleſted, bought 
Pcace of the:r own accord at a 
great Rate.

The next Day, and the Day 
after, the Camp was beſieged 
and attacked with ſo great Vio- 
lence, that a Meſſenger could not 
be ſent to Rome. The Hernici 
brought Word, that the Conſul 
and Army were beſieged, and 
truck ſuch a Terror upon the 
Fathers, that Order was given 
to the other Conſul, Poſthumius, 
that he ſhould take Care the 
Commonwealth received no De.

When Alexander was come to 
the Cuphites, where the Enemy

lus with them, and almoft a 
thouſand from the Roman Fleet 
ſens them by Sulpicius. 
He called Gods and Men to 
witneſs, that he had been want- 
Ing in no Flace or Time, but 
where the Fnemy carried their 
Arms, thither he repaired with 
all the Speed he cou'd ; but that 
it could hardly be ſaid, whether 
the War was carried on more 
boldly by him, or more timo- 
rouſly by the Enemy. 
. Whilſt the Gauls plunder the 
Ships, fearing no ſuch Thing, 
they are cut in Pieces by the 
Rowers, and a part of the Army, 
which had fled thither with their 
Wives and Children ; and ſo 
great was the Slaughter of the 
Gauls, that the Fame of this 
Victory procured Antigonus a 
Peace, not only from the Gauls, 
but all his Neighbours.

Where- 
fore he was deprived of his 
Prieft's Ofice and his Wites 
Fortune, and was reckoned of the 
other Party. 

As Julas Czfar was paſſing 
over to I{chedes in the Winter 
Time, he was taken by Pyrates 
about the Ifle of Pharmacuſe, 
and continued with them, not 
without a great deal of Indigna- 
tion, near forty Days, with one 
Phyfician and two Valets de 
Chambre ; for he had immedi 
ately ſent away his Companions 
and other Servants at firſt to get 
up Money to redeem him. 

Ottavi-nus went over to the

Afterwards they had great 
Wars with the Spaniards them- 
ſelves. 

'The Cauſe of the Parricide was 
more wicked than the Parricide 
itſelf. For after Cyrus was ſlain 
-3n the War, of which mention 
has been made before, King Ar- 
taxerxes had received his Con- 
cubine in Marriage, Darius de- 
ſired his Father to give him her, 
as well as the Kingdom ; who, 
out of his Indulgence to his 
Children, at firft ſaid he would 
do it, but he repented of his 
Promiſe. 

He ſaid that he entered upon 
the Pontic War, much more 
timorouſly and diffidently ; that 
the Scythians were ſecured by 
Deſerts and Cold ; but that no-. 
thing was more temperate than 
the Air of Afia, nothing more 
fruitful than the Soil, and no- 
thing more pleaſant than the 
Multitude of its Cities. 

He ſlew him upon the Day of 
the Wedding, upon which he 
Teceived his Mother in Marri- 
age, amidſt the Preparations of 
the Feaſt, and the ſolemn Exer- 
ciſes of Religion, in the Em- 
braces of his Mother ; and fo 
aſcends his Wife's Bed, bloody 
with the Murder of her Son. 
After which, he was nothing 
milder to his Subjets, who had 
invited him into the Kingdom.

But above all things, the 
Brothers of the Candidates, two 
of the moſt famous Generals of 
their Time, enflam'd the Diſ- 
pute. The Glory of Scipio was 
oreater, and by how much the 
greater, by ſo much the nearer 
to Envy. Quintius's was more 
freſh, who had triumph'd that 
Year. | 

'The Gates were open'd to the 
Conſul when he came to Chal- 


cis: Ariſtotle, who had been 


made Governor of the City by 
the Kivpg, having left the 'Town, 
the other Cities in Eubcea were 
Celivered without Diſpute. The 
Army was drawn to 'Ther- 
mypolzz. The Conful's Mode- 
ration after the Victory was 
wuch more commendable than 
the Vicory itſelf, 

Regillus, who commanded the 
Fleet, went about the ſame 
Time. L. Arunculews was em- 
ployed by the Senate to make 
thirty Quinqueremes, and twenty 
Triremes ; becauſe the Report 
was, that Antiochus, after the 
Seaftight, was fitting out a much 
ereater Fleet.

"They 
tell him, that the Camp was fil- 
led with Gold and Silver ; that 
it was not ſecured either by a 
Rampart or a Ditch ; and that 
they negleRed all Military Of- 
fices ; as if they did not want 
the help of the Sword, becauſe 
they abounded in Gold. 
- Idas the Son of Apharzus, de- 
ſigned to deprive Teathras King 
ot Mzxfia, of his Kingdom ; whi- 
ther when Telephus, the Son of 
Hercules, was come ſeeking his 
Mother, with his Companion 
Parthenopzevs, 'Teuthras promiſed 
that he would give him his King- 
dom and his Daughter Auge, if 
he would defend him from his 
Enemy. 
1he Gauls did fo abound with 
Numbers of People, that they 
filled all Aſia as it were with a 
Swarm. Finally» neither the Kings 
of the Eaſt carried cn any Wars 
without a Mercenary Army of 
Gauls; nor being driven out of 
their Kingdoms, did they fly to 
any 6ther than: the Gauls, | 
Although he was but a Boy, 
whilſt his Father was abſent, he 
fl'ed up the Army, and not on- 
ly recovered Macedonia, which 
had been loſt, but alſo deprives 
Alexander of the Kingdom of 
Epire. Such was either the Le- 
vity of the Soldiers, or the 
h | fs.

Courage amongſt the thickeſt of 
them. S 

This Place i5 encompaſſed on 
all Sides with craggy Rocks, 
that it needs no Defenders ; and 
ſach is the Fruitfulneſs of the ad- 
jacent Soil, that is filled with 
its own Riches ; and ſuch 1s the 
Plenty of Fountains and Woods, 
that it is watered with abun- 
dance of Water, and wants not 
the Diverſions of Hunting. 

Alexander in this Battle ear- 
ried the Empire of Aſia, in the 
bfth Year after he had received 
the Kingdom. He found in the 
City Suia forty thouſand Talents, 
and takes Perſepolis, the Metro: 
polis of the Perſian Empire, a 
City famous for many Years, and 
filled with the Spoils of the 


World, which then appeared in- 


the Deſtruction of it. 


Philip, King of Macedon, mar- 
ried Olympias, Daughter of the 
King of Molofli, The Match 
was made by her Couſin Arru- 
bas, King of the Moloſh ; who

The Inheritance of the King- 
dom was delivered to Ochus, 
who fearing the like Conſpiracy, 
fil's the Palace with the Murder 
of his Relations, and the Slaugh- 
ter of the Princes ; being moved 
with Pity neither of Sex nor 
Ape ; left he ſhould ſeem more 
innocent than the Parricides his 
Brethren. | | 

The Queen of the Scythians, 
Tomyris, flew Cyrus with two 
hundred thouſand Men, and or- 
dered his Head to be cut off, and 
thrown into a Veſſel filled with 
human Blood, with this upbraid- 
ing of his Cruelty, Glut thyſelf 
with Blood, which thou thirſted 
after, and of which thou waſt 
mſatiably deſirous. 

Whilſt theſe 'Things are do- 
mo, Antiochus, King of Syria, 
makes War upon Ptolemy, King 
of Egypt, his Siſter's eldeſt Son, 
a very inaQtive Man, and fo cor- 
Tupted with Luxury, that he not 
only let alone all the Offices of 
Royal Majeſty, but thro' over- 
feeding wanted the Senſe of a 
Man. _- 

Whilſt he thinks himſelf de- 
ſpiſed, he fills the Cicy with 
flavghter, for which he was 
eJlious to all. Wherefore when 
th2 Syracuſans had reſolved upon 
a War axzainſt him, he was du-

that they would fill all the Coaſt 
of Italy, Sicily, and Sardinia, 
with two hundred Ships. 

The Roman Empire was de- 
fended with one and twenty 
Legions that Year ; and Publius 
Licinius, Prztor of the City, 
was employed to repair thirty 
old Men of War, which were at 
Oſtia, and to fill twenty with 
Naval Auxiliaries, that he might 
be able to defend the Sea Coaſts 
near to Rome, with a Fleet of 
fifty Ships.

Within a few Days, Provi- 
fions being brought over from 
the Sea, the Camp was filled 
with Plenty of all Things. 
From. thence he marched to A- 
traces, which Town is almoſt 
ten Miles from Lariſſa, and is 
ſituated upon the Riyer Peneus, 
The Theſlalians were nothing 


diſmayed at the firſt coming © 


the Romans. 

The Bceotians being diſmayed 
at this Loſs, having filled all 
Places with Terror and Conſter- 
nation, they ſend Ambaſſadors ; 
who being no& admitted into 
the Camp, 
Athenians. came. The Achaians 
had more Authority in inter- 
ceeding for them ; and if they 
had not obtained a Peace for the 
Bceotians, _ to carry on 


the War with them. 


M. and P: Junius Brutus, 'Tri- 
bunes of the Common People, 
maintained the Appian Law, 
and ſaid they would not ſuffer 
it to be repealed.

He deſigned to have uſed the 
fame Kindneſs to the 'Thebans, 
if he had found the ſame Re- 
pentance ; but the Thebans made 
Uſe of Arms, not Prayers and 
Entreaties. Wherefore, being 
conquered, they underwent the 
moſt intolerable Hardſhips of a 
moſt miſerable Slavery. 

He then deſires Aid of Leona- 

tus, by his Ambaſſadors, whom 
the Athenians met with an Ar- 
| my, and flew him. Antipater, 
though he ſaw his Auxiliaries de- 
feated, yet rejoiced at the Death 
of Leonatus. He was glad that 
his Rival was taken off, and that 
himſelf was ſtrengthened by the 
Acceſſion of his Force. 

In the mean Time, Eurydice, 
Wife of Aridzus, when ſhe found 
that Polyperchon was returning 
from Greece into Macedonia, and 
that Olympias was ſent for by 
him, being ftruck wich a Wo- 
maniih Emwation, abuſing her 
Husband's Weakneſs, whoſe Of- 
fices ſhe ciaimed to herſelf, ſhe 
writes in the King's Name to Po- 
lyperchon, that he ſhould deliver 
up his Army to Caſlander, upon 
whom che King had transferred 
the Government of the com, 

He faid that he brought no 
ſmail Comfort to his Country- 
men, that the Enemy might 
rejoice at their Misfortunes, 


but not glory in them ; ſince

| Kingdom, and delivered to him 
the Bones of his Father unbu- 
| ried, to be carried into his na- 
| tive Country. It is certain, that 
| there was no Prince, either of 
| that or the foregoing Age, to be 
{ compared to Pyrrhus. 


The Soldiers, being whetted 


| by theſe Encouragements, en- 
| gage ; the one glorying in the. 
Empire of the Eaſt, and the other 
{ glorying in the Empire of the 
| Weſt. But the Roman Fortune 
| overcame the Macedonians. Phi- 
| lip being brought low by the 
* War, begs Peace of Flaminius 
| the Conſul. 
* the Name of King, and Macedo- 
nia, but was deprived of all the 
+ Cities of Greece. 


He retained indeed 


For this Reaſon, therefore, he 


| razes that ancient and Noble Ci- 
| ty, and delivers up his Brothers 
to Puniſhment, and enjoys his

Poled to the Devaſiations of rhe 
Greeks. | 
He had been trepanned by a 
Plot of his Wife Eurydice, who 
had undertaken to kill her Huſ- 
band, and deliver the Kingdom 
to her Gallant, if her Daughter 
had not betrayed her Mother's 
Diſhoneſty and wicked Intenti- 
ons, Having therefore run thro' 
Jo many Dangers, he died old, 
. and left his Kingdom to the eld- 
eſt of his Sons, Alexander, 
They live upon Fleſh, which 
they get in Hunting, and ride 
always on Horſeback, and diſ- 
patch all publick and private 
-Bukneſs upon them. Finally, 
this is the Difference between 
Slaves and Freemen, that Slaves 
go on Foot, Freemen on Horſe- 
back. They obey their King 
more out of Fear than Duty. 
He then recites his own 
Services; ' how he had revenged 


the Revolt of their Allies, and 


quelled the Theſſalians, rejoicing 
| at the Death of Demetrius ; how 
he had not only defended, but ad-

the former War. And Q, Bce- 
bius, a "Tribune of the Commons, 
entering upon the old Way of 
accuſing the Fathers, ſaid, That 
one War was raiſed after another, 
that the common People might 
never enjoy Peace. 

Philip approaching the Town,

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Misfortunes, and being made 
richer by his Loſſes, he makes 
War upon Ptolemy, as if equal 
in Strength; but being van- 
quiſhed in Battle, he flies to An- 
tioch, not much more accompa- 
nied than after his Shipwreek. 
After that, he writes a Letter to 
his Brother, in which he begs 
his Afiflance. 

The Chief of the Fathers 
ſaid, that his Speech was wor- 
thy of the Conſular Office, wor- 
thy of ſo many Conſulſhips, 
worthy of his whole Life full 
of Honour ; that other Conſuls 
had, by betraying their Dignity, 
flattered the common People ; 
that he, being mindful of the 
Majeſty of the Fathers, had 
made a Speech ſuitable to the 
Times, 

They had deſpiſed the Edits 
of Alexander the Great, after the 
Perfians and Indians had been 
conquered by him, and all Na- 
tions dreaded his Name. 'There- 
fore they adviſed the Romans, 
that they wou'd be content with 


their preſent Fortune, and would 


not proveke the Arms by which 
they knew the Gauls had been 
cut of, and the Macedonians 
deſpiſed. | 

The Lydians ha4 divers Kings 
before Creſus, yet none to be 
compared, for ill Fortune, to

Artabanus, his Uncle, is ſub-

y, But Artabanus made War 
pon the Thogarii, and being 
younded in the Arm, died 1m- 
iediacely, His Son Mithridates

Czfar divided his Army into 
five Parts, and left one at Brun- 
diſy, another at Hydruntum, and 
another at Tareritum Q. Vale- 
rius being {ent with another, 
ſeized Sardinia, very fruitful in 
Corn, By his Order Afinias Pol 
ho went for Sicily, which Cato 
yoverned. | | 

It is reported that a remarka- 
ble Thing happened at Gomphi ;

'Tyrants to remove to Eleufis. 
At that Time, Demoſthenes 
was in Exile at M 3 who, 
when he found that Hyperi 
was fent Ambaſſador by the A- 
thenians, to ſollicit the Pelopon- 


nefians to an Alliance, followed _/equor 


him, and joined Sycion, Argos, 
Corinth, and other Cities to the 
Athenians by his Eloquence ; for 
which Action he was recalled 
from Paniſhment by the Athe- 
nians, | 
At that Time, Pyrrhus waged 
War againſt the Romans ; who 
being invited by the Syracuſans 
to their Aid, when he was 
come to Syracuſe, and had ſub- 
dued ſeveral Cities. was called 
King of Sicily, as well as Epire. 
Being glad at his good Fortune, 
te deſigns the Kingdom of Sicily 
or his Son Helenus, and the 
Kingdom of Italy for Alexander. 
\y hile theſe "Chings are do- 
ing, the troubled State of Ma- 
cedonia recalled Caſſander home 
from Greece, For when Olym- 
pias came to the Borders of Ma- 
cedonia, the Macedonians, being

Annihal, being reduced to the 
utmoſt Want, ſent Meſſengers to 
Maſanifſa, putting him in mind 
of his Education and Life led 
at Carthage, defiring that he 
would do his Endeavour that a 
Peace might be made betwixt 
them and Scipio, ſaying, 'That 
their former Fau'ts were to be 
imputed to the common Peop es 


and ſome more fooliſh than the 


common People, He being mind- 
ful that he was educated and 
inftructed at Carthage, where he 
had ſeveral Friends, intreated 
Scipio for them. 

In the mean time Alcibades 
helps on the War againſt his 
own Country with all hi 
Might. He goes into Afia with 
five Ships, and obliges the tri- 
butary Cities of the' Athenians 
to a Revolt by the Authority .of 
his Name, For they knew him 
famous at Home, nor did they 
| fee him made leſs by his Baniſh- 
ment. 

After the Scy thians had been 
eight Years from their Wives 
and Children, in the third Afja- 
tick Expedition, they are re 
ceived at Home by a War of the 
Slaves. For their Wives ſuppo- 
ſing them not detained by War, 
but cut eff, marry'd to the 
Slaves left for the keeping of 
the Cattle. | | 

T Having after that diſ- 
patched away Meſſengers to 
Corcyra, that the Ships of Bur- 
den ſhould come into the Bay 
of Ambracia, he, advancing by 

eaſy Marches pitched his Camp

pon the fourth Day, upon the 
Mountain of Cercetium, havi 
ſent for Amynander with his 
Auxiliaries ; not ſo much want- 
ing his Force, as that he might 
have them as his Guides into 
Theſſaly. 

At firſt they laid waſte the 
Country of the Caryſtii, After- 
wards when Car, ſtus ſeemed ſe- 
cure by the Garriſon that was 
ſent in haſte from Chalcis, they 
came to Eretria, 'Thither like- 
wife L. QuinEtius came with the 
Ships that had beenat Pyrzeus, 
when he heard of the Arrival of 
King Actalus. 

As ſoon as they came toRome, 
the Ambaſſadors of their Allies 
were heard before the King. 
They wrought upon the Senate 
chiefly by ſhewing the Situation 
of the Sea and Land of that 
Quarter ; that it appeared to all, 
that if the King kept Demetrias 
in Theifaly, Chalcis in Eubcea, 
Corinth in Achaia, Greece could 
not be free. | 

From thence QuinRius went 
to Corinth; from Corinth. he 
paſſed. over to Anticyra ; irom 
thence he {ent his Brother to 
try the Nation of the Acar- 
nane:. Atialus came from Ar- 
gos to Sicyor, and having flaid 
there for lome time, returned to 
Cenchrez to his Ships. And 
Nabis, having firengchened the 
Garrifon ac Argos, returned to 
Lacedzmon, 

Androtthenes being ignorant 
of all Things, going from Go-

Alexander being mindful that 
Darius was yet alive, ſent Par- 
menio to ſeize upon: the Perfian 
Fleet,, and other Friends to re- 
ceive the Cities of Afia z which 
as ſoon-as the News. of the Vie- 
tory was heard, ſurrendered 
themſelves then he marched in- 
to Syria, where a great many 
King's of the Eaſt met him. 

Then he receiv'd Rhodes, Egypt, 
and Cilicia, without any Conteſt ; 
then he goes to Jupiter Hammon, 
to conſult him concerning the E- 
vent of the War, and his own 
Original. Fox his Mother Olym- 
pias had confefled to her Husband 
| Philip, that ſhe had not conceiv- 
| ed Alexander by him, but by a 
| Serpent of a vaſt Bigneſs. 
| Whilſt the Romans thus pleaſ- 


| ed themſelves, the Conſul's Bro- /ui, © 


| ther came, and ſoon after the Am- 
| bafſadors were admitted, who 
| defired to know, what they were 
| to do, to. be admitted inte the 
| Friendſhip of the Senate and 
People of Rome.

_ Alexander fights fingle againſt 
fo many thouſands. It is incredi- 


| ble to be ſpoke trat the Numbers 


of the Enemy and their Shouts, 
did not diſmay him ; that he a- 
lone ſhould put to flight ſo many 
thouſands, But when he perceiv- 
ed himſelf to be over-powered 
with Numbers, he leaned againſt 
the Trunk of a Tree which ſtood 
nigh the Wall. 

At the ſame Time the Camp 
was aſſaulted ; and part of the 
Army was ſent to lay waſte the 
Roman Territories, and to at- 
tempt the City itſelf. L. Vale- 
Tius was left to ſecure the City ; 
and the Conſul Poſthumius was 


ſent to drive away the Enemy 
out of the Country. 


Wherefore Brennus, when he 


had the Temple in view, de- 
liberated a long Time, whe- 
ther he ſhould immediately at- 
tempt the Buſineſs, or ſhould 
give a Night's 'Time to his Sol- 
diers, weary with their March, 
to recover their Strength. 'The 
Generals, Emanus and Theſlala- 


 dorus, are of Opinion, that the 


Thing was to be attempted with- 
out delay.

Brennus had fixty five thou- 
ſand Foot choſtrn out of all 
the Army, There were but four 
thouſand of the Delphians and 
their Allies ; in contempt of 
whom, Brennus, to whet the 
Courage of his Men, ſhewed 
them the Plenty of Plunder, 
Images with the Quadrigz, of 
which vaſt Plenty was to 


ſeen afar off 


When it was told the Romans, 


that Philip would bring over his 
Army into Italy, they ſent Lz 
vinus the Pretor to hinder his 
Paſſage ; who, when he had paſ 
ſed over into Greece, perſuades 
the ZAtoli to undertake a War 
againſt Philip. Philip likewiſe 
perſuades the Achzans to make 
War upon the Romans. 

Wh-n Darius was beat from 
Scythia, he ſentMegabyzus, with 
a Part of the Army to ſubdue 
Thrace, and the other Kingdoms 
on that Side ; who” executed the 


King's Orders in a ſhort time, 


and ſent Ambaſſadors to Amyn- 
tas, King of Macedonia, to de- 


mand Hoſtages of him,

nus, a Man famous for his Pru- 
dence and Eloquence above the 
reſt, to ſound his Intentions, 

— He one while chid his Soldi- 
ers, another while adviſed them 
in gentle Words, that they would 
not ſully a glorious Expedition 
by their Seditions. At laſt, when 
he prevailed nothing by Words, 
he leaped down, unarmed, into 
the armed Multitude, from his 
Tribunal, to ſeize the Ring- 
Leaders of the Sedition, 
If you defire a Truce, to ſend 
Ambaſſadors to Rome, you ſhall 
give us immediately, an hundred 
and fifty Pledges which 1 ſhall 
pitch upon. You ſhall add a 
thouſand Talents to maintain the 
Army ; and ſhall give us Provi- 
fions beſides. When the Peace 
fhall be concluded, you ſhall re- 
ccive your Pledges.

Hercules was both 
by the Father and Mother's 
Side, allied to the Royal Family 
of Mycene : after his Death, Eu- 
ryſtheus, the King of Mycene, 
endeavoured to cut off all his 
Hue entirely. for fear they 
ſhould in Time lay Claim to 
the Kingdom. Wherefore he 
ſent Orders to King Ceyx, with 
whom they then were at 'Tra- 
chis, to celiver them up, or ba- 
niſh them: ; threatning him 
with a War; in Caſe he did not 
compiy. "The Heraclidz bing 
terrified at this, fince none 
durſt entertain them for fear 
ol Furyitheus, went over to the 
Athenians, whoſe King, at that 
Ime was Theſ-us.

onia. '] his Expedition of the 
Tonians fell out in thergoth Year 
after the Deſtrudtion of Troy,

About the ſame Time likewilc, 
the /Eolians, being driven out of 
Laconia, by the Heraclice, went 
into 't hrace, under the Com- 
mand of Penthefilus the Son of 
Oreſtes. After he died, they 
pailed over into Aſa, and ſet:

from them was called Zolis. 
They built Smyrna. 

The Dorienſes,with the Hera- 
ciidze, having got Poſleſſion of 
Peloponneſus, founded two King- 
goms there, the Lace 'xmonian 
and Corinthian. The Sons of Ari 
f:»demus, Procles and Euriſthenes 
tookPoſſefiion of Lacedzxmon, aft - 
cr they had driven the Achaans 
and Oreftide out of it. From 
them defcended the two Fami- 
lies of their Kings in that City, 
that is the Eury fthenide, which 
was recKoned the better, and the 
Proclide, This was called like-

| into. Peloponneſus. after him 
the Nobility of the Family of 
the Bacchiadze ruled che City. 
| chuſing out of their own Nuim- 
ber a Magiſtrate every Year, 
| whom they called Prytanis. This 
Form of Government laſted till 
the Times of Cyplelus, who 
ſeized the Sovereignty, which 
he held for thirty Years. His 
Son Periander reigned after him 
44 Years . So that from the Be- 
ginning-of the Reign of the ile- 
rachde to Feriander's Death, 
there were 518 Years 
About the- Year before Chriſt 
776, or, as ſome ſay .100 Years 
ſooner, flouriſhed Lycurgus, the 
famous Law-giver- of Sparta. 
He was the Son of Eunomus 
Þrother of PolydeCtus, King of 
the Lacedemonians. His Uncle's 
Widow being left with Child, 
offered, upon Condition, he 
would marry her, to ſecure 
him the Kingdom, by murder- 
ing her Child, if it proved a 
von, He, ſeemed to counte- 
nance the Matter, but took 
care for the Preſervation of 
the Infant at her Delivery, and 
reſigning all Pretenfiuns to the 
Kingdom, he after that ma.

from Olympia, a City of Elis in 
Peloponneſus ; nigh which they 
were celebrated every fourth 
Year by a great Concourſe - of 
& People from'all Parts of Greece 
# andother Countries. The Games 
uſed in that Solemnity, were 
Running, Wreſtling, the Cot, 
Jumping, and Boxing. The Con 
querors were crowned with wild 
Olive, and held in great Eſteem. 

About 33 Years after this, the 
Lacedzemonians made war upon 
the Meſſenians their Neighbours, 
for the raviſhing ſome young 
Ladies of Sparta in a ſolemn 
Sacrifice of the Meſſenians, and 
bound themſelves under a_moft 
grievous Curſe, not to return 
before they took Mefiena. But 
being detained ten Years in the 
ſiege of the Place, contrary to 
their ExpeQaations, and fearings, 
leſt by the Continuance of the 
War, they ſhould do themſelves 
niore Prejudice than the Meſle- 
nians, fince what Men theſe loſt 
in the War, were made up by 
the Fraitfulneſs of their Wo- 
men; but they not only ſuf- 
tained a continual Luſs of Men 
in the War, but their Wives, in 


the Abſence of their Husbands..

| ving ordered himſelf to be ſe- 
| verely laſhed at home, he ran in- 
© to the Streets with his Body all 
| mangled, and having called the 
© People together, complained of 
© the Cruelty of the Great Men, 
* from whom he pretended to 
| have ſuffered that ill Uſage ; at- 
| firming that he was hated by the 
© Senate for his Love to the Com- 
E mons, By this Wile he procured 
a Gvard for the Security of his 
© Perſon, and by their Help ſeized

E he was twice d:iven out of the 
| City yet he leit the Kingdom to 
© his Son Hippias, whoſe Brother 
E Hipparchus, was flain by a Con-

dowed, T'he Interpreters of 
Dreams being conſulted upon 


it, told him, He would have a 
Grandſon by that Daughter 
that would dethrone him.

{wer, he married his Daughter 
to a mean Man of the Nation 
of Perſia, one Cambyſes But 
being Riill, notwithſtanding , 
haunted with Fears, he ſent for 
his Daughter, when ſhe was 
big with Child, in order to 
Have it ſlain, as ſoen as born, 
in his own Sight, The Infant 
was delivered to Harpagus, the 
King's Friend and Confident, 
to be put to Death ; who fear- 
ing the Mother's Reſentment, 
gave it. the King's Shepherd, to

to be ſerved up at a Table for 
the Father's Dinner. Some time 
after, when Cyrus was now 
grown up to Man's Eſtate, Har- 
pagus adviſed him to raiſe an Ar- 
my againſt his Grandfather, and 
promiſed to join him with the 
Medes. This advice Cyrus fol- 
lowed, and dethroned his Grand- 
| Wfather: And thus ended the Em- 
' Wpire of the Medes, after it had 
' {Waſted about 250 Years. 

Aﬀter this Cyrus made War 
upon the Babylonians, who were 
afiſted by Crzeſus King of Ly- 
Idia, He was overthrown in 
Battle, and obliged to retire in- 
to his own Kingdom 3 whither 
(Cyrus after he had ſettled Mat- 
ters in Babylonia, followed him, 
and defeating him a ſecond time, 
took him Priſoner. Thus Lydia

drink themſelves drunk. Upon 
which, Cyrus returning in. the 
Night, cut them all off, together 
with the Queen's Son, Not long 

aſter, he was trapanned himſelf 
by the Queen, in much the ſame 
Manner, and ſlain, with two 
hundred thouſand Perſians, in the 
c29th Year before Chriſt, and 
the 3oth of his' Reign, 

He was ſucceeded by his Son 
Camby ſes, who invaded Egypt, 
and being offended at the Super- 
ſtition of the Egyptians, order- 
ed the "Temples of Apis and the 
ether Gods, to be pulled down. 
He ſent ſome Troops to deſtroy 
the Temple of Jupiter Ammon, 
which were all buried in : the 
Sands, upon the rifing of a Storm 
of Wind.  Aﬀer this, he dreamed 
his Brother Smerdis was on the 
'Throne, and therefore took Care 
to have him diſpatehed by Co- 
metes, one of the Magi. 'But in 
the mean time he died bimſelf of a 
Wound in his Thigh, which he 
accidentally received from his 
own Sword. Cometes, who mur- 
_ dered his Brother, concealed his 
Death, and put up a Brother of 
his own, Oropaſtes, in his ſtead, 


_ Perſuading the World, that he. 


was Smerdis, Cambyſei's Brother. 
But the Matter being at laſt dif- 
covered, he was taken off by a 
Conſpiracy. The Perſonz con-

Babylon, and the taking of the 
City proving difficult, the King 
being in a great Chaſe about it, 
Zopyrus, one of the Conſpira 
tors, * ordered his Body to be 
torn with Rods, his Noſe, Ears, 
and Lips to be cut off; and in 
this Condition went over to 
the Babylonians, under the No- 
tion of a Deſerter, pretending 
he had been thus uſed by Da- 
rius. They eakly believed him, 
and entruſted him with the 
Command of their Army, which 


he betrayed to Darius, and by 


that Meins made him Maſter 


of the Place. Aﬀer this,

'The Ionians, by the Afliſtance 
of the Athenians, took Sardis, 
the capital City of Lydia, and 
put the King's Grriion to the 
Sword. This Darius took ſo 
- Ill, that to be revenged of the 
Athenians, he ſent over Datis 
and Artaphernes, with 200000 
Men ; who lan-ed at Mara- 
thon, about ten Miles from A- 
| pra but were defeated by an 

rmy of Athenians 11000 only 
in Number, under the Con- 
duQt of Miltiades, who was in 
ſuch haſte to be at them, that 
he would not wait the comirg 
of the Lacedzmonians. In this 
Baitle the Tyrant Hippias was 
ſain, 

Darius intended to renew the 


War, but died in the midſt of 


his Preparations. He was ſuc- 
ceeded by his Son Xe;xes, who 


raiſed an Army of a Million of 


Men, or more, as ſome fay ; 
and fitted out a Fleet of 1200 
Sail of Ships, in order to make 
War upon Greece. Leonidas, King 


of the Spartans, polled himſelf 


with 4000 Men in the Streights 
of 'Thermopylz, to opp«ſe the 
Paſſage of the Perfians Xerxes 
ordered thoſe o begin the Batile 
whoſc Relations had been ſlain 
In tie Fight of Marathon ; who, 
Whilk tuey endeavoured to re-

Firſt of all, the Athenians 


take care to build their Walls, 


which the Perſians had demo- 
liſhed ; which Matter was accom- 
pliſhed by the Induſtry of 
'Themifſtocles, whalit the Lace- 
dxmonians in vain oppoled it. 
The Athenians likewiſe by the 
Advice of the ſ2me Themiſtocles. 
made an Harbour at Pirzus. 
After this the Greeks ſent Pau- 
fanias with a Fleet into Cyprus 
and the Helleſpont, to diſlodge 
the Garri{ons of the Barbarians 
from thoſe Parts. He took By. 
zantium, but afterwards entered 
into a Deſign of betraying the 
Greel:s to the Perfians 3 upon the 
Diſcovery of which he was ſent 


for home, and at laſt condemn- 


ed and put to Death for it. In 
the mean time, the Athenians 
brought over the Nations of 
Greece to their Party; who 
were now quite diſafteQted to 
the Lacedzmonians, through the 
Pride of Pauſanias. 

After the Death of Pauſanias, 
Themiſtocles being charged by 
the Lacedzmonians with a treaſo- 
nable deſign of betraying Greece, 
was forced to fly -for it, and 
went over to the' Perſians, in 
the Year 471 before Chriſt, 
whilſt Xerxes.was yet living.

But in Peloponneſus, Lacedz- 
mon being ſhattered with a vio- 
lent Earthquake, and the Helotes 
and Meſſenians riſing up in Arms 
upon-it, the Athenians were firſt 
ſent for by the Laczdemonians 
to their Aſſiſtance ; but Whilſt 
they were upon their March. the 
Enemy was reduced by Archida- 


"mus; and the Athenian Auxilia-+ 


ries, whom they were now jea- 
lous of, were diſmiſſed ; Which 
Thing alineated their AﬀeQuons, 
and gave the firſt Occaſion to the 
Quarrel that enſued. 

In Perfia Xerxes was flain 
about this Time by Artabanus ; 
and Darius, his Son, by his 
Brother Artaxerxes; to whom 
Artabanus had accuſed him of 
the Parricide which himſelf had 
committed. Artaxerxes, ſur- 
named Longimanus, begun his 
Reign the ſame Year that his Fa- 


ther Xerxes was lain. 


In the mean Time there 


happened ſome Skirmiſhes be- 
twixt the Athenians and Lace- 


izmonians, which proved the 


Occaſion of thoſe bloody Wars, 


hich afterwards enſued, For 
he Athenians, by their haugh- 


y Carriage, diſguſted their

Cities in Aſia to their Freedom. 
Not long after this, to wit, the 
{ame Year, Cimon died a natural 
Death, as he was beſfieging Citi- 
um a Town in Cyprus, | 
Preſently upon this the Ani- 
moſities amongſt the Greeks 
breaking out again, the War 
was renewed ; which, however, 
was quaſhed by an Agreement 
upon a Truce for Thirty Years. 
In the mean Time, the Sami- 
ans revolting from the Atheni- 
ans to the Lacedzmonians, were 


conquered by Pericles. The 


Corinthians likewiſe, about the 
ſume Time, make War upon 
tie Corcyrzans, and their Allies 
tie Athenians, and were defeat- 
e]lina Fight at Sea. Where- 
fore, 14 Years after the making 
of the T'ruce, the Lacedzmoni-

ſittance oi the Greeks, eſpecially 
the Lacedzmonians, was lain in 
Pattie.

But this Agreement as 
mongſt the Greeks laſted not 
long z for the War quickly 
broke out again, and they en. 
aged with more Fury than 
ever. TheThebans took up Arms 
_ againſt the Athenians 3 and up- 
on an old Grudge, demoliſhed 
Platex. Afterwards they fell 
up.n the Lacedzmonians ; who 
at Leufra in Pceotia, were rout- 
ed by the Thebans, under the 
ConduCt of Epamirondas, tho? 
they were very much ſuperior 
in Number. Aﬀter this, they 
invade Laconia, and lay Siege to 
Sparta. The Lacedzmonians ſent 
to the Athenians for Help, but 
 Fpaminondas, in ſpite of all 
Oppo..tion from both, laid waſte 
the Country of the Lacedzmo- 
yiars, At laſt, the Lacede- 
nionjans and Thebans were re- 
conciled, by the Mediation of 
the-King of Perſia, But ſome

'The Phocenfians, on the other 
hand, were aſſiſted by the La- 
cedzmonians and Athenians. At 
laſt, the Cities of the Phocenfi- 
ans were all levelled with the 
Ground, except Abz, which had 
no hand in the Sacrilege. This 
War laſted ten Years. 


This Viatory precured Phi- 


lip a confiderable Interet and 
Authority amongſt the Greeks, 
He was the Son of Amyntas, 
King of Macedonia, and lived 
as an Hoſtage for ſome Time at 
1 hhebes with Epaminondas, and 
made a very good Improve- 
went under the Diſcipline of 
ſo great a Maſter, as his AQt- 
ons afterwards made appear. 
In the firit Year of his Reign, 
he defeated the Athenians at 
Metkone, but granted them 
Peace together with Amphipo- 
lis, that he might be more at 
Liberty to ſubdue his Neigh- 
bours, Accordingly, he con- 
quer'd the Pzonians and Illyri- 
ans; after which he took Am- 
phipolis, and made himſelf Ma- 
iter of Olynthus, a ſtrong City 
of 'Thrace; at which Time he 
likewife put an end to the ſa- 
cred War. He laid Siege to By- 
zantium too, but to no purpoſe.

But the'Thebans continuing ob. 
Kinate, were reduced by Force, 
and their City utterly deſtroyed, 
90000 of the 1 hebans were ſlain 
in this War, 30200 enſlaved, and 
all the Freemen ſold, except ſuch 
as had entertained Iris Father 
Philip and the Poſterity of 
Pindar, whoſe Houſe alone Alex- 
der left untouched: 


After this paſſing the Helle- 


{pont, he came into Aſia, and in 
the third Year of his Reign.

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In the mean Time the Greeks, 
upon the News of Alexander's 
Death, roſe every where; and 
firſt of all the Athenians, who 
under their General Leoſthenes 
invited the Greeks to Liberty, 
conquered Antipater at Lamia, 
aTown of Theflaly, and befieged 
him there. Upon which Account 
this was called the Lamian War; 
which begun the firſt Year after 
the Neath of Alexander ; but in 
the following Year Craterus hay- 
ing joined Antipater, the Athe- 
nians were conquered at Cranon, 
and ſoon after .received a Garriſon 
of Macedonians into Munychia. 
But in the Eaſt, Perdiccas be- 
ing defirous to graſp all to him- 
{| leads a vaſt Army againſt 
Ptolemy. But in paſling the Nile, 


he was flain by a Conſpiracy: of- 


his own Men, who hated him for 


his Pride. Eumenes, who fided 


with - Perdiccas,. having a little 
before engaged Craterus and 
Neoptolemus, cenquered and 
flew them both. Wherefore 
both he and Alcetas, the Brother

About theſe Times, that is to 
ſay, 24 Years after the Death of 
Alexander, and 3ot before Chriſt, 
Antigonus and Demetrius be- 
coming formidable to the reſt 
by reaſon of their exorbitant 
Power, Lyſimachus, Caſſander 
and Seleacus, engaged them with 
- united Force at Ipfus, a Town 
of Phrygia. Antigonuas was 
worſted and ſlain in the Battle : 
Demetrius flying into Greece, 
was deny'd Entrance into their 
City, by the Athenians; but 
having ſoon after- recruited. his 
Forces, he attacks the Athenians, 
and carries the: Town after a 
Year's Siege, driving out; Lacha- 
res, who had ated the Tyrant 
there. The King's Humanity, 
was extraordinary towards the 
_ conquered; who as they had de- 
ſerved, ſo did they fear the ut- 
moſt Extremity. . He reftered 
them all they had: before, except 
their Liberyy 3 and having put a 
Garriſon in the Place, he march'd 
- againſt the Lacedzmonians ; and 
having. conquered. them, with 
"their King Archidamus, whilft 
he- was preparing to lay Siege 
to- Sparta» ſome new. Hopes 
called him off into Maceconia.

King of Thrace, killed his Mo- 
ther, becauſe ſhe ſeemed more 
inclined to Alexander ; where- 
fore Alexander ſends for Pyrrhus 
to his Aſſiſtance, But Demetrius 
coming thither, whom at the 
ſame time Alexander had ſent 
for, he drove Pyrrhus and Anti- 
pater out of the Country, killed 
Alexander, and made himſelf 
Maſter of Macedonia. | 

After this he raiſed a great 
Army of 98000 Foot, and 12000 
Horſe, with a Fleet of 500 Sail, 
in order -to recover Afia. But 
Seleucus, Lyfimachus, Ptolemy 
and Pyrrhus, oppoſe him with 
united Force, Being turned out 
of Macedonia, and terrified with 
theRevolt of the Cities, he was 
obliged to ſurrender himſelf to 
deleucus, who had his Daughter 
Stratonice in Marriage, nd hoody 
gave her up to his Son Antio- 
chus, who was nately in 
Love with her, to the Hazard 
of his Life, With him he in- 
glorioufly ended his Days, in 
Luxury and Riot, three Years 
after he was taken.

of all Alexander's Fellow-Sol- 
Hm, being trapanned by Pto- 

lemy Ceraunus, Brother. of Phi- 
ladelphus, he loſt, together with 
his Life, the Kingdom of Mace- 
donia, which he had taken from 
Lyfimachus. 

Afﬀeer the Death of Demetrius, 
his Poſterity reigned in Macedo- 
via, till Perſes, the Soh of Phi- 
lip, of whom we ſhall ſpeak 
hereafter. | 

Pyrrhus, whom we have had 
Occaſion to mention above, was 
one of the moſt” illuſtrious 
Princes of his Time. He was 
_ the Son of AZacides, King of the 
Moloſfh, and being forced out 
of his Kingdom, he was firſt 
entered in War under Demetrius 
Poliorcetes, to whom his Siſter 
Deidamia was marries, For 
| he ſerved under him in the fa- 
mous Battle, in which Deme- 
trius, with his Father Antigo- 
nus, was overthrown at Ipfus, 
Afterwards, by the Aſiiſtance of 
Ptolemy, he recovered his Coun- 
_ try ; being invited into Macedo- 


nia by Alexander the Son of 
Caflander, he claimed a Part of 


it, to himſelf ; from which be- 
ing beat by Demetrius Pelior- 
cetes, he carried on the War for 
ſome Years, partly by himſelf, 
and partly i» ConjunQion with 
 Lyfimachus, Ptolemy, and Seleu- 
cus ; the Reward of 
was Maecdonia, - which he held 
enly for ſeven Months.

Agis and Gleombrotus 
fled for their Lives to the Tem- 


ple of Minerva Chalciceca, Cle- 


ombrotus having obtained his 
Life, by his Wife, Chelonis, the 
Daughter of Leonidas, went into 
Baniſhment, and thither Chelo- 
nis followed him. Agis being 
ſeized by the Ephori, and con- 
demned to die, was hanged. 
Leonidas dying ſome Time af- 


ter, Cleomenes reigned, a Youth 


of a great, but a hot and violent 
Spirit, and an extraordinary 
Soldier. He defeated in ſeveral 
Battles the Achzans, who at 
that Time were very ſtrong and 
powerful, and carried their 
Arms up anq down Peloponneſus 
under the Command of  Aratus ; 
the Lacedzmonians having quit- 
ted their Alliance-for that of the 
Z&tolians, with whom they were 
at War, 


| For the Achzans, at this 
Time more eſpecially, under 


the Direion of Aratus, puſhed 


on their Deſign of forming one 
Commonwealth out of all the 
Cities of Peloponneſus ; which 
the Kings of the Macedonians 
being apprehenfive of, had ei- 
ther placed Tyrants in moſt of 
them, or did by their Suc-

Cleomenes was not idle, who 
took Megalopolis by Surprize, 
and utterly deftroyed it ; be- 
cauſe the Inhabitants the? dri- 
ven from it, refuſed to enter 
- Into Alliance with him, by the 
Advice of Philopcemenes, who 
was then zo Years of Age. At 
laſt Cleomenes was defeated by 
Antigonus, in a Battle nigh 
Selalia, a Town of Laconica, 
in the Year before Chrift 221.

buiit, Hereign'd 24 Years, 

The fifth King of Rome was 
Tarquinius Priſcus, the Sun of 
Demaratus a Corinthian. He 
came to Rome jrom "Tarquinu, a 
Town of Etruria, from whence 
he was called Luc us Tarquini- 
us. Afﬀter he came to the Go- 
vernment he augmented the Se- 
nate, ſubdued the "Twelve Na- 
tions of Etruria, and borrew'd 
from them the Enfigns of the 
ſupreme Power, the Faices, the 
'Trabez, the Curule Chair, the 
Prztexta, and other Things of 
that kind. He was lain by the 
Sons of Ancus, after he had 
reign'd 38 Years. 

tis Sen-in- -law, Servius Tul- 
lius, the fixth in Order, begun 
his Reign in the Year 577 be- 
fore Chrilt. He was for his 


' rare Endowments preferred be 


fore thoſe cf the Blood Royal. 
He firſt inſtituted the Cenſus, 
and ordered it to be kept every 
five Years ; divided the People 
into Claſſes and Centuries ; and 
En \arged the City. And after he 
liad governed the Kingdom with 
great Applauſe 44 Years, he 
was murder'd by the horrid Vil- 
Jziny of a Daughter, and Tar- 
quiz hs Son-in-law.

'4 IN G Tarquin, with his 
YN, Family, being banith'd, 
L. Junius Brutus and L. Tarqui- 
nius Collatinus were made Con- 
ſuls. 'The former was ſo ſevere, 
that he ſcourged and beheaded 
his own Sons for fayouring the 
baniſh'd Kings, being a greater 
Friend to the publick Liberty 
than his own Family. A Field 
of the Tarquins which lay be- 
twixt the City and Tiber, being 
conſecrated to Mars, was from 
thence called Campus Martius.

ria, made War upon the Romans 
in Favour of the Tarquins. 
In which War the' Bravery of 
Horatius Cocles was very re- 
markable, who maintain'd the 
Fight agamſt the viCtorious 
Enemy till the Bridge was cut 
down, and then ſwam the River. 
Nor muſt we paſs over in Silence 
the noble Attempt of Mucius 
Scevola, who fecretly enter'd 
the Enemy's Camp with a Reſo- 
lution to kill the King ; but hav- 
ing by miſtake flain one of his 
Nobles, he thruſt his Hand into 
the Fire that was upon the Al- 
tar ; which fo terrify'd the King, 
that he made Peace with the 
Romans, and returned Home 
again. 

Aﬀer this the Latins made 
War upon the Romans, under 
the Condut of Oftavius Mami- 
lius, Tarquin's Son-in law ; a- 
fainit whom Poſthumius be ng 
made DiQtator, vanquiſhcd them 
in a memorable Battle, at the 


Lake Regillus. 


Af.erwards, a War was pro- 
claimed againlt the Volſci, who 
had raiſed ſome Troops to ſend 
to the Aﬀiſtance cf the I atins 
in the former War. The For. 
tune of Caius Marcius Coriola- 
nus was remarkable in that 
War; who being condemn'd in 
his abſence retired amongtt 
the Volſci, and adviſed them to 
renew the War; for the Ma 
nagement of whieh being choſen 
General with Tullius Accius, 
a'ter he had routed the Ro. 
mans in ſevera] Engagements,

Herniei, ſoundly beat by Spurius 
Caſſius, that had been thrice 
Conſul ; who being elevated by 
his Succeſs, aſpir'd to the 
Throne, but was prevented in 
his Deſign, and thrown head- 
long from the 'Tarpeian Rock. 
In the Year 261 frum the 
Building of the City, the com 
mon Peuple being very much 
in Debt, and provok'd by the 
Cruelty of their Creditors, re- 
ti” d heyond the Anicn into the 
Sacied Mount; but were recon 
cil'd by the prudent Per:uaſions 
of Menenius Agrippa, having firit 
obtain'd from tie Fathers. chat 
Officers ſhould be appointed to 
$kreen them from the Violence of 
the Patricii, which weie caiPd

Atter this, the Rowans had a 


War with the Veientes, which 


the Family of the Fabii under- 
took to manage by themſeives ; 
and having pitch'd their Camp 
by the River Cremera, were 
trepann'd by the Enemy, and 
cut off ;n ane Day, to the Num- 
ber of 36. | 

The war with the Volſci con- 
tinned. They were often con- 
quer'd, eſpecially by T. Quin 


tius Cincinnatus, who took An.

In the Year 303 »fter the 


Building of the City, and 451 


before Chrift, the Form of the 
Government was changed, For 
inſtead of Conſuls, the Decem- 
viri were ſet up, with ſupreme 
Power to make Laws for the 
Roman People, from thoſe 
which their - Ambaſſadors had 
the Year before brought from 
Greece, But abu'ing their Pow - 
er, they were obliged to lay 
down their Authority, and the 
Conſuls and Tribunes of the 
People were reſtored. 

In the 315th Year of the 
City, Sp.Melius, upon Occafion 
of a migtty Famine, endeavour- 
ing to make hisWay to a Throne, 
by dividing Corn amongſt the 
People, was ſlain by the Order 
of Quin&tius Cincinnatus the 
DiRator, by C, Servilius Ahala, 
Maſter of the Horſe. In the fol- 
lowing Year the Fidenates re- 
volt to Lars 'Tolumnius King of 
the Veientes, and put the Roman 
Amboaſſadors to Death, who had 
their Statutes ereCted in the Fo- 
rum. The Veientes in the next 
Year were ſubdued by Mamercus 
H#,milius, Dictator, Tolumnius 
was flain by Cornelius Coffus, 
who was th: 2d from Romulus 
that dedicated the Spoils called

Cenſors were ſet up at Rome 
in the 311th Year of the City, 
who held their Office at firſt 
for five Years ; but were after- 
wards, in the Year 3 zo, reduc'd 
by Mamercus Xmilius, Dictator, 
to a Year and a half, 


In the Year 323 the Ditator 
A. Poſthumius was very ſucceſs- 
ful againſt the ZEqui and the 
Volfci; but ſtained the Vitory 
with the Blood of his own 50n, 
whom he beheaded for having 
fought contrary to his O:ders. 


In the Year of the City 358 
the City Veu was taken by Ca- 
millus, DiQator, after a Siege of 
ten Years. He likewiſe reduc'd 
the Falzſci, not ſo much by as 
Arms, as the Opinion they had 
of his Juſtice. 

But after theſe mighty Suc- 
ceſles, the Romans were well 
nigh ruin'd by the Galli Seno- 
nes, who having laid fiege to Clu- 
huminEtruria, the Romans ſent 
3 of the Fabian Family Ambaſlla - 
dors to them, who contrary to 
the Z.2w of Nations, marched 
out inio the Field with the Clu- 
finj againſt the Gauls ; which ſo 
incens'd them, that leaving Clu- 
hum,they march'd to Rome 'The 
Romans were routed and put to 
Flight in the very firſt Atiack at 
Allia. After which the City was

Senones being invited by the 
Lucani, Brutii, Samnites, and 
Thuſcans, befieg'd Aretium, and 
having vanquiſhed L. Czcilius 

the Pretor, killed 13000 of the 
Romans. Which Overthrow 
\.the Conſul Dolabella revenged 
upon them ſoon after, and ha- 
ving roated the Gauls, and ta- 
ken their City Sena, ſent a 
Colony thither. The Boii being 
moyv'd at the hard Fate of the 
Senones, entered into an Alli- 
ance with the Thuſcans,. and en- 
paged the Romans at the Lake 
of Vadimon. In which Fight al- 
mo#t ail the Thuſcans were ſlain, 
-and very few of the Boii eſcaped. 


This happen'd in the Year of mus primus, ſed ann je 


the City 471, but in the follow- 
ing Year the Bou were entirely 
reduced, three Years before Pyr- 
Thus came into Ialy. 
The Palzpolitani likewiſe, 
where now Naples 1s, ventur- 
ing to make War upon the Ro- 
Mans, were ſubdued in the third 
Year after, that is to ſay in the 
Year of the City 428, by Publi- 
{jus the Proconſul. .

Fleet, and beating their Ambaſ 
ſadors, who came to complain 
of the Iujury. They, together 
with the Tarentines; Samnites, 
and Salentines, were defeated 
by L* ZAEmilius Barbula. Terri- 
fy'd ar this ill Fortune, they 
ſend for Pyrrhus to their Afliſt- 
ance; who in the Year of the 
City 474. having brought over an

A FTER this a War broke 

out betwixt the Romans 
and Carthaginians, in the Year 
of the City 490, occafioned by 
the Ambition and formidabie 
Power of each of chem. Hiero 
King of Syracuſe, and Ally of 
the Carthaginians, made War 
upon the Mamertini, who had 
ſeized upon Meſlana, They 
apply'd themſelves to the Ro- 
mans for help, who carrying 
over an Army into Sicily, fell 
upon Hiero and the Carthagini- 
ans.: 'l he fortune of the War 
was dubious a long Time ; the 
Carthaginians being ſucceſsful 
by Sea, and the Romans by Land. 
The moſt memorable Perſon in 
all this War was Attilius Re- 
gulas who having brought the 
Carthaginians very low.by two 
ViRories obtained over them at 
Sea and Land, and refuſing to 
orant them Peace but upon hard 
Terms, he was vanquiſhed by 
Xantippus, the * acedzmonian 
General, and taken Priſoner 
with 15000 Men, 30000 bring 
ſlain, in the Year 498. Being 
afterwards ſent to Rome by the 
| Earthaginians, to treat with the 
Senate upon an Exchange of 
Priſoners he interpoſed t1 pre- 
vent it, and returning to Car- 
thage, was put to Death in the 
moit cruel manner imaginable, 
as many Authors tell us. The 
fi ti amongit the Romans that 
 b-ained a Viltory by ea was 
G. Duilius, in the fitth Year of

Italy and Africa, and ſhould 
| pay yearly 2200 Talents for 20 
| Years together. 'T his happened 
| in the Year of the City 513, 
| and 24 before Chriſt. | 

| In the Year 519 the Temple 
| of Janus was ſhut, wh'ch very 
| rarely happened at Rome ; but 
| upon the breaking out of new 
| Wars was preſently open again. 
| The Ligures the Sardi, and the 
| Corfi were ſubdued, Atter which 
| the Romans had War with the 
| 1llyrians, and their Queen Teuta; 
| which was diſpatched in three 
| Years Time. 

+ There happened aboit this 
| Time a dreadful Irruption of 


| the Gauls, 'The Inſubres and” 


| Bott having firſt ſent for ſome 
| Tranſalpine Gauls, fell upon the 
| Romans, upon the account of 
| the Land in Pieene, which had 
| been taken from the Galli Se- 
| nones; and diſpoſed of by Fla- 
minius, "Tribune of the Com- 
mons, by the Aprarian Law, 
which was made in the Year 
of the City 522 They were 
| ſeveral Times worſted, and the 
| Inſubres entirely ſubdued, and 
| King Virdumarus ſlain by C. 
Marcellus the Conſul, who was 
the only Perſon after Romulus 
that conſecrated Opima Spolia

In this War 
Hiero King of Bicily ſent the 
Romans a vaſt quantity of Corn, 
the Price of which he receiy'd 
after the War was ended. 

After this folloy/ed a ſecond 
War with the Carthaginians, 
ſour and rewenty Years atter the 
End of the former ; which laſt- 
| ed not indeed {o jong, but was 
ſo mach more terrible, for the 
dreadful flaughier that was 
mace mm it, fays Florus, that f 
any one compare the Loſſes on 
each Side, the People that 
proved victorious {cemed more 
likely to be conquered. The 
Cauſe of this War was the ſame 
with that cf the former, Am- 
bition and the Impatience of 
the Carthaginians under their 
Servitude. The firſt Cauler of 
this Combuſtion was Anniba), 
the Son of Hamilcar, who was 
General of the Carthaginians 
in the former War, and had ac- 


' cepted the Conditions of Peace 


with a heavy Heart. For after 
Aﬀairs were ſettled in Africa, 
being ſent into Spain in the 
Year of the City 517, he car- 
ried Annibal, that was then 
nine Years old, along with 
him, having firſt brought him 
to the Altar, and made him 
{wear that he would never 
be Friends with. the Romans. 
Hamilcar being flain about nine 
Years after. Afdrubal his Son- 
in-Law was put up into his 
Place, He ſent for Annibal and 
being ſlain eight Years aiter,

EMonths. All the Saguntini ha- 
Lving in vain waited for Afſfſt- 
Fauce from the Romans, were 
deſtroyed, partly by the Ene- 
Emy's Sword, and partly by their 
town Hands. "This War broke 
tout in the Year of the City 5 36, 
band laſted 17 Years, | 


Upon the firſt coming of An- 


Enibal into Italy, both the Con- 
Huls were defeated, P. Corne- 
lis at Ticinus, and Sempro- 
Inius at Trebia, The following 
{Year they received a greater O- 
verthrow near the Thraſymene 
Lake. In the mean 'Time Q. 
FFabius Maximus being made 
{Dictator by the People, reco- 
wvered in fome meaſure the Ro- 
Iman Aﬀairs. But the blogodieſt 
tout was that of Canng, in the 
(Year of the City 5 38, occafi- 
jon'd by the Raſhneſs of one of 
the Conſals, Terentius, Varro. 
FThere were ſlain in that Battle 
forty thouſand Romans. But 
tyet their Courage was not caſt 

down by this Overthrow, for 
| Whey would not redeem thoſe 
| that hal been taken Priſoners 
pn the Battle of Canne. in the 
Year 540 the Conſul Marcel- 
us beſieged Syracuſe, which had

It wa: ta- 
ken at laft with much ado, after 
a Seige of three Years, At which 
time, they tell you, that Archi- 
medes being very intent upon 
his Study, and not minding the 
Hurry and Noiſe of the Army, 
when they broke into the Town, 
was killed by a Soldier ; that 
Marcellus was. mightily con- 
cern'd for his Death, having gi- 
ven ftrit Charge to his Sol- 
diers for the Preſervation of him, 

In the mean Time Levinus 
the Prztor, ftopp'd Philip King 
_ of Macedon, who having made 
an Alliance with Annibal, was 
ready to come into Italy, and 
forc'd him to burn his Fleet, 
and retreat into Macedonia, in 
the Year of the City 542. But 
in Spain, the two Brothers P. 
and Cn. Scipio, who had hither- 
to prevented Afdrubal's Paſſage 


inte Italy to his Brother Anni frater haenus interch- 


bal, and performed a great ma- 
ny gallant Things, were both 
ſlain, and'their Army's deſtroy - 
ed, L. Marcius a Roman 
Knight, being choſen General 
by the Votes of the Soldiers, 
upheld their tottering Cauſe ; 
by whoſe Condu& in one Night 
anda Day. two Camps ef the 
Enemy were taken by Aſſault, 
and about thirty ſeven thou- 
ſand Men flain. The ſame 
Year Tarentum, except the C1- 
tadel, was taken by Annibal ; 
and Capua beheged by the Ro-

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Neto march'd thro' Italy pri- 
vately, in 6 Days time, came to 
the Camp of his Colleague with 
a Part of his Army, and having 
conquerd the Enemy, returned 
to his Cap before Annibal per- 
teived that he was gone- There 
are ſaid to have been 56000 of 
the Enemy ſlain in. the Battle, 
and 5400 taken Priſoners. The 
Head of Afſdrubal was thrown 
before - the advanced Guards of 
the Carthaginians by Nero, 

' But P. Scipio, that he might 


draw Annibal out of Italy, re- 


ſolved to carry the War into 
Africa. But at firſt, that be- 
ing looked upon as a raſh De- 
fign, he had neither Money nor 
Men from the Government, 
W herefore. having raiſed none 
but Volunteers, and borrowed 
Money, he firſt went for Sicily, 
and from thence for Africa, in 
the Year 550: in which Year

the Advice of the Oracle. 
The General employ*d againſt 
him by the Carthaginians was

m. {t be deftroved. Wherefore 
ia the Year of the City 605, 
Carthage was beſieged by the 
Cenſuis Manilius and Cenfori- 
nus.

At Iaſt they 
were vanquiſhed in the Field by 
SCiPio, who had deſtroyed Car- 
thage ; and being ſhut up within 
their own Walls, were reduced 
to that deſperate Condition, that 
they all laid violent Hands upon 
themſelves; and Numantia was 
leveiled with the Ground, in 
the ninth Year after their Re- 
volt from the Romans, and from 
the Building of the City 62 1.

The Year in which Attalus 
made theRoman People hisHeir, 
there was a ternble Sedition at 
Rome. For 'Tib. Gracchus, 'Tri- 
bune of the Commons, having 
made theAgrarian Law, that po 
Body ſhould paſſeſs above 500 
Acres of Land, and propoſing to 
have the Money of King Attalus 
divided amongſt the People, and 
likewife ſuing, for the Tribune- 
ſhip againſt the Year following, 
the Senators being very much 
diſturbed at the Matter, he was, 
by the Procurement of P. Corn, 
Nafica, ſlam in the Capitol, 
whither he had fled for Refuge. 

After the Death of Tiberius, 
his Brother Caius going on with 
the ſame Defign, was taken off 
by Opim'us the Conſul , and to- 
gether with him Fulvius Flac 
cus that had been Conſul. 

In the Year of the City 629, 
the Romans firſt made Warup 
on the Gauls beyond the Alps, 
They begun with the Sali and 
Allobroges, whom FulviusFlac- 
eu?, the ſame that four Years 
aiter, as I have already ſaid_ 
was flain with C.Gracchus, ſyh- 
dved. In the Year 633 Fab'us 
rhe Conſul made an End of the 
War with the Ailobroge:s. He 
conquered Bituitus, Kirg of 
the Arrverni, in Battle. The 
King himſelf coming to Rome

the Senate for room to ſettle in, 
they routed M.Silanu3 the Con- 
ſul. AndtheYear follow!ngScau- 
rus was defeated by the Cimbri, 
and L. Cafſfivs by the Helveti! 
Tigurini theYear after that. But 
the Overthrow of Q.Czpio was 
more inemorable than all thereſt, 
He had plundered Tholouſe in the 
County oftheTeQoſagz,and had 
carried off 110 thoutand Pound 
of Gold, and 15 hundred thou- 
ſand Pound of Silver, This was

was nominated King of Cappa- 
docia by. the Serate ; but forced 
owt of his NDominions by Mithri- 
dates, and reſtored bySylla.

| this he was once more driven 
out of Cappadocia by MKhrida- 
t25,25 was likewiſe Nicomedes out 
of B;thynia. But both recovered 
their Dominions again by a De- 
cree of the Senate ; which M1- 
thridates being offended at, he 
invadesCappacocta andBithynia,

Macedonia, Thrace, Greece, and 
Athens, T he Conſul SyIla march-

ſlain Sulpicius, obliges Marius to 
fly for it. In his Abſence, Cinna 
the Conſul, making a Diltur- 
bance, was beat cut of the City, 
and being joined by Marius, Cer- 
bo,and Sertorius, aſſaults Rome z 
and having taken it, puts a 
oreat many of the Romans to the 
dword, Marius cied a natural 
Death 'he Year following | 

Sylla having made Peace with 
Mithridates, returned into Italy, 
and made ::n end of the Civil 
War in two Years "Time, by 
the Nefeat of Caroo, Norbanus, 
young Maus, and others ; and 
being declared Dictator, tock 
off a great many of IMiarius's 
Party by a Proſcription, Q Ser- 
torius retired into Farther Spain, 
where he held out for ſome 
Years yery bravely. 

Sylla having ia the Year 675, 
laid down the DiRatorſhip, 
died the Year following of the 
Lowzy D feaſe, in the {ixtieth 
Year of his Age. Afﬀter whoſe

In-the mean Time the War 
with Mithridates broke out a- 
gan, Whillk Sytla was yet liv- 
ing ; and after Syil's Death, 
Mithridates h-ving enter'd into 
an aliiance with Sertorius, and 
i:r:ed by Farce of Arms upon 
Bithynia, which Nicomedes a 
his Death in 679 hadleft to the 
Roman Pecple, L. Lucullus, Con- 
iu}, in 680, went againf} him 
and being very ficceisfu! both 
by Sea and Land, je cbhyed 
hin to ty, firt into Pontus, 
ard preſeniiy aiter to 'Tigranes 
in Armenia, Luculius conquers 
Pontus and defeats bota the 

tings, Who engaged him with 
an Army of two hundred 120u- 
ſand Foot, and lixty thoniand 
Horle, in the Year of the City 
685, Afﬀcer ths, Tigranocerta, 
the Capital of Armenia and 
Niſbis, two very greit Cities, 
vere taken, But this excellent 
General b:ing forſaxen by his 
own Men, was obliged to quit

RomanEmpire, in theYear 689. 
Finally, Mithridates in the Year 
691, being every where beat, 
thought of flying into France, 
but being diſcouraged by the 
Revolt of his Son : harnaces, and 
the Army, he flew himſelf, 

W hilſt the War with Mithri- 
dates was warmly carried on, 
there broke out another with 
the Slaves, in the Year of the 
City 681. One Spartacus, Oe- 
nomaus, and Crixus, Gladiators, 
having broken a School of G{'a- 
diators at Capua, belonging to 
Lentulus, and got together an 
Army of Deſperado's, routed the 
Roman Armies ſeveral Times, 
bat at laſt were vanquiſhed by

Lentnlus, 
and the reſt of the Ring-leaders 
of the Plot, where put to Leath 
'This happened in the Year 69:. 
and the following Year C ati- 
line was defeated by Petrcius, 
Anthony the Proconſuls Lieu- 
tenant, and ſlain in the Fight. 

The whole World being now 
almoſt ſubdued,:he Roman Em- 
Pire was arrived to- that oran- 
| deur, that it could hardly ex- 
'tend itſelf farther. No out- 
ward Force was ſufficient to ruin 
it, it fell by its own Power, 
which was occaſioned by the 
&mbition of the leading Men, 
and the Civil Jars that aroſe 
from thence, 

C. Cxſar, after the Time of 
his Pretorſhip in the City was 
expired, obtained the Province of

Things performed there, de 
ſervei well the Honour ofa Tri- 
umph ; but poſiponed the Hopes 
of that to the Contular Digni- 
3 for whic1 whilſt he made 
all poſſible Intereſt, Pompey u- 
nites with Ceſar and Craſſus, 
Lucullus, and {cme otker of the 
Grandees oppohng his Acts, 
wiuch he deſired might be ra- 
t:fiec by the Senate.

Having by thele Arts, 
and a boundleſs Generoſfity, 
rain'd the Favour of all Ranks 
and Degrees of Men, he pro 

cured the Province cf Gaul, 


which he govern'd for nine 


Years, During which '! ime he 
reduced all Gau!, which is com- 
prehended within the Pyranean 
Mountains, the Alps,the Rhone, 
and the Rhine, into the Form of 
a Province, anc impoſed a yearly 
Tribute upon it. He was the 
firſt of all the Romans that at- 
tac'd the Germans beyond the 
He likewiſe viſited the 
Britains, where none before him 
had ever come. In this Inter- 
val, in the Year £98, he enter'd 
into an Aﬀociation with Fompey 
and Graſſus ; by Virtue of which 
he was to have France continued 
to him, Pompey was to have 
Spain,andCrafſus Syria, mn order 
to a War againſt the Parthians 


| towhich he accordingly went 


in the Year 659, and the third 
Year after periſhe4 moiſt miſera- 
bly, with the greater Part of 
his Army. After which the Par- 


| thians made an Irruption into 


Syria, but were bravely repuis'd 
by Gaffius. | 

After the Death of Craſſus, 
Pompey being not able to endure 
an Equal, nor Czfar a Superior,

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pey's Party endeavouring to take 
away both his Province and 
Army from Cxzfar, as ſoon as 
the Time of his Government 
ſhould expire; whilſt Cwziar's, 
on the other Han, were for hav- 
ing Pompey do the like. At laſt 
in the Year 705, in the Conlul 
ſhip of C. Claudius Marcellus, 
and L., Cornelius Lentulus, the 
Senate by a Vote obliged Czfar 
| to disband his Army by : certain 
| Day. Antonius and Caſſius, Tri 
bunes of the Commons, interpo- 
ſing their Authority in vain, 
leave the 'Town, and repair to 
Cxſar ; who advancing his Ar- 
my towards the ity, {truck ſuch 
a Conſternation into Fompey and 
the reſt, that leaving the City 
without more ado, and ſhortly 
after Italy, they paſſed over into 
Greece. Czxſar went for Spain, 
where he vanquiſhed Petreius 
and Afranius, and forced their 
Armies to ſurrender Priſoners of 
War. In his return he took 
Marſeilles, and after that was 
made Dictator, to which Office 
he was choſe four Times, and at 
laſt had it given him for Life, 
In the Year 706, Pompey be- 
ing defeated by Czxfar in the 
Fields of Pharſalia, went to E- 
oypt, where he was ſlain by the 
Order of Ptolemy, in the 59th 
Year of his Age. 'Thither Czfar 
likewiſe came the following 
Year, and after a very dange- 
rous Rencounter, which he hap- 
p.ly weathered, delivered the 
K:irgdom- of Egyptto Cleopatra 
ard her Frother, In the TT 
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bellum ſum exortus. Py: 
petanus tis Aaiens, ut ex- 
pletus tempus Provincia 
Ce/ar exercituſque cds ;

Bribery and Corruption ru- 
ling in all Ele&ions, and the 
Candidates making moſt diſmal 
Confuſion, after a long Inter- 
regnum, Pompey was made Con- 
ſul without a Colleague,a Thing 
wholly new and never heard of 


before ; in which Office ke made. 


a ſevere Inquiry into all other 
Miſdemeanours, as likewiſe into 
the Death of Clodius, whom 
Milo killed the ſame Year ; for 
which he was baniſh'd. 

Aﬀter the Death of Czſar, 
Anthony the Conſul ſo inflamed 
the People by a ſeditions Ha- 
Tangue, that they burnt his 
Body publickly, and threaten'd 
to fire and pull down the Houſes 
of the Aﬀaſiins. Oftavius Ceſar, 
the Son of Accia, Julius's Siſter 
was his adopted Son by Will. 
He being ſlighted by M. Antho- 
ny, raiſed an Army of Veteran 
Soldiers. and oppos'd his ty- 
rannical Proceedings. Antonius 
extorted from the People by 
Force the Province of Gaul, but 
his Paſſage thither was oppos'd 
by D. Brutus at Modena, where 
he was bekeged by Antho- 
ny. 
In the Conſulſhip of Hirtius 
and Panſa, and the Year of the 
City 711, by the Inſtigation of 
Cicero, Anthony was declar'd 
an Enemy, and a War under-

There 
was a dreadful and bloody Bat- 
tle fought near Modena,in which 
all Czzſar's Life guard was lain 
toa Man; but Anthony was 
routed-and the Slege raiſed, yet 
both the Conſuls ſlain. 

In Macedonia Brutus took off 
C. Antonius, M. Anthony's Bro- 
ther, who was intreaguing againſt 
him, and got together a formi- 
dable Army. Upon which the 
Senate reſolved by Degrees to 
take down Oftavius, for fear of 
his growing too great ; which 
he being apprehenſive of, en- 
ters into an Aſſociation with 
Anthony and Lepidus. And they 
were all three conſequently 
made Commiſſioners for ſetling 
the Commonwealth; who having 
divided the whole Empire into 
three Parts, proſcribed a preat 
many bf the Romans, and a. 
mongſt the reſt M. Tully Ci. 
cero ; who. whilſt he was en. 
deavouring to make his Eſcape 
| Into Greece, waz ſlain by Po. 
| Pilius a Captain, whoſe Cauſe 
he had pleaded in a Capital 
Action There was dreadful 
Havock made in this Proſcrip. 
tion. 'TheEpitome of Livy ſpeaks 
of no leſs than 130 Senators. 
This ſame Year gave Beginning 
to one of the finelt Cities of 
France, Lyons. |

Cornelius Gallus a Roman 
Knight. Governor of Egypt, be. 
ing baniſhed for his Inſolence, 
ſlew bimſelf. Auguſtus carried 
on a War againſt the Cantabri 
and Aftures for ſome Years, by 
his Lieutenants ; that is to ſay, 
from the Year 729 to 735, in 
which they were entirely redu. 
ced by Agrippa ; who upon his 
Return refuſed a'T'riumph which 
was offered him Phraates King 
of the Parthians,about this Time 
reſtored theRomanStandards that 
had been taken from Craſſus, 

Two of his Friends, Mecz- 
nas and M. Vipſanius Agrippa, 
he had a particular Eſteem for 
above all others. "The former 
was a great Patron of Learn. 
ing and Learned Men. Augu. 
ſtus, made Aprippa his Son.in. 
Laws by marrying his Daughter 
Julia to him, whom he had by 
Scribonia: She had Children, CC. 
and L. Czfars, Apgrippa Poſtu. 
mus, Agrippina, married to Ger. 
manicvs, Druſus's Son, T ivia's 
Grandſon, and ſulia, whom 2E- 
milius married. He took Livia 
when ſhe was big with Child 
from her former Huſband 'T1- 
berius Nero, by whom he bad

| Beginning of this Reign with 
wonderful Art, out of Fear of 
Germanicus his Brother's Son, 
whom he had adopted, at the 
Command of his Father-in-Law; 
who had gain'd a mighty Re- 
putation by his Virtues and Ex- 
Ploitsin War, and was therefore 
look'd upon with a jealous Eye, 
as fitter for the Empire than him- 
ſelf. He removed him from Ger- 
many, where he had wonderful 
Succeſs againſt the Enemy, in- 
to the Eaſt, to fight againit 
the Parthians, in the Year 769, 
having ſent at the ſame Time 
Cn. Piſo into Syria, betwixt 
whom and Germanicus was a 
mortal Grudge, Wherefore 
— Germanicus dy*d, not without 
the Suſpicion of being poyſon- 
ed by him 3, for which being 
proſecuted at Rome by Agrippi- 
na, Germanicus's Lady, he pre- 
vented his Sentence by a yolun- 
tary Death. 

After that Altius Sejanus, a 
Roman Knight, was raiſed by 
Tiberius, who after a great ma- 
ny wicked Pranks, aiming now 
at no leſs than the Empire it 
_ ſelf, . was by one Letter of Ti- 
berius to the Senate, thrown 
from the Top of all his Gran- 
deur, and dy*d by the Hand of 
an Executioner, with all his 
Family, in the 18th Year of 
Tiberius. 

About the 13th Year of his 
Reign, he retired to Caprea, an 
Iſland on the Coaſt of Campa-

entred upon the five and twenti- 
eth Year of his Age. Great was 
the Joy of the People upon his 
firſt Acceſſion to the Throne, and 
no leſs where their hopes that he 
would be like Germanicus his 
Father, who is ſaid to have 
been poſſeſſed of all the good 
Qualities of Body and Mind.

He order'd 
himſelf to be worſhipped as a 
God throughout the World, and 
Temples to be built to him, At 
laſt he was ſlain by Chzrea Calſ- 
ſius, Colonel of a; Regiment of 
his Guards and ſome others, 
that had entered into a Plot a- 
oainſt him, after he had reigned 
3Years, 10 Months and 8 Lays, 
as Suetonius ſays, and lived 29. 
Claudius Nero, Caligula'sUn- 
cle, Druſus's Son, reigned after 
him, naturally no ill Man, but a 
ſen{eleſs fooliſh Fellow. W here- 
fore he was not of himſelf cruel, 
but only as he was put upon it 
by other People, eſpecially his 
Freedmen and Wives, into whoſe 
Hands he gave up himſelf and 
his Aﬀairs, His firſt Lady was 
Meſlalina, whoſe Lewdneſs and 
| Debaucheries every Body knew 
bur himſelf ; till at laſt venturing 
to marry one Silius a Knight, 
ſhe was by her Huſband's Or 
der ſlain, together with: her 
Paramour, at the Inftigation of 
Narciſſus, who with Pallas, an- 
other of his Freemen, ruled

People by Violence and Injuſ- 


tice, but he wanted Authority 
to keep the Soldiery within due 
Bounds, Wherefore thoſe that 
were concerned in the Death of 
Domitian, from whom he had 
received the Empire, were but- 
chered by the Guards, in ſpite 
of all he could do to prevent it. 
He made Trajan, his adopted

deration, and Meekneſs of Tem- 
per 3 ſo that he was thought by 
all to deſerve the Sirname of 
s Optimus. He added Dacia to 
the Empire, and marching into 
the Eaſt, ſubdued the Armeni- 
ans, the Iberians, the Colchians, 
the Sarmatians, theOſrhoenians, 
the Arabians, and the Poſphora- 

| nians, He likewiſe fell upon the 
Parthians, and took the Cities 
Seleuſia, Cteſtphon,and Babylon, 
with ſeveral others. But upon

Z1ius Adrianus, T'rajan'sCou- 
fin and Countryman, obtained 
the Empire after him by the 
Favour of Plotina, T rajan's Lady, 
aMan of a great deal of Variety 
in his Temper and Genius, 
equally cut out for Virtue and 
Vice, He went thro* all the 
Provinces of the Empire, that 
no body ever travelled over 1o 
much of the World as he did, 
After the Death of 'Trajan he 
quitted Armenia, Aflyria, and 


 Meſopoiamia to the Parthians, 


and intenced likewiſe to leave 
Dacia, had he not been afraid 
of ruining the many 'Thouſands 
of Romans that were there- 
He rebuilt Jeruſalem, which 
he called ZElia Capitolina, and 
ſettled a Colony there ; and in 
the ſame Place where the Tem- 
ple had food, built another in 
Honour of Jupiter. Which 
Thing {o provoked the jews, 
that taking up Arms, they car- 
ried on the War with more Fu- 
ry than ever, under the Con- 
Euct of Barcochcbas ; againſt 
waom, amecngſt other skalful 
Generals that he 1imploy'd, A- 
drian ſent for Julius Severus out 
of Britain, by whom the Jews 
were by Degrees ſuppreſſed, and 
utterly deitroyed ; there being 
no leis taan 580,000 lain in

Aﬀer that Time the Jews were 
forbid, under Pain of Death, to 
come to Jeruſalem, unleſs one 
Day in a Year to lament their 
Miſery. 

At laſt Adrian growing old 
and infirm, having no Children 
of his own, adopted Artius An 
toninus, who was afterwards 
ſurnamed Pius, upon Condition 
that he ſhould adopt Anmus Ve- 
74s, Son of #lins Veru:, and 
M. Aurelius Antoninus, After 
which he died at Baia, in the 
Year of Chriſt 138, having li- 
ved 62 Years, and reigned 21, 
and 11 Months. 

 Antoninus Pius heing adopted 
by Adrian, govern'd the Roman 
Empire with ſo much Virtue 


.and Goodneſs, that ke out-did 


all Example, For he managed 
the Commoniyealth with” the 
AﬀeRion of a Father, more hte 
than that of a Prince, and kept 
the World in Peace during his 
whole Reign, for which reaſon 
he was compared to Numa, Fo- 
reign and remote Princes and 
Nations {feared him to that De- 
oree, that they referred the 
Deciſion of their Controverſies 
tohim, He forbad any & Scrutiny 
to be made after thoſe that 
had-entered into a Plot againſt 
lis Life. Hedied in the 5oth

After him reigned M: Anto 
ninus Verus, Pius's Son in-law ; 
for he had married his Daughter 
Valeria Fauſtina, He had from 
his Youth been educated as well 
in tne Knowledge of other Arts, 
as the Studies of Wiſdom; which 
he made appear in his Life and 
ConduR, and not only inWords 
In the Begin- 
ning of his Reign he made L. 
Zlius Verus his Partner of the 
Empire, to whom he married his 
Daughter Lucilla. They _ 
together 11 Years, being of ve- 
ry different Inclinations. For 
Verus was of a liftleſs, luxuri- 
ous, moroſe Temper, but was 
kept within ſome Bounds by the 
ReſpeC& he had for his Brother ;

Years againſt the Marcomanni, 
to whom the Quadi, Vandals, 
Sarmatians, and Suevi joined 
themſelves. His Army in want 
of Water was relieved by a Le- 
gion of Chriſtians that was in 
it, who by their Prayers pro 


cured Rain from Heaven, as 


Enſebius tells us. The Exche-

| tExpence of this War, 
ary wa mi gat burden the 
People with Taxes, he pro- 
duced all the Imperial Furni- 
ture, and ſold it; and after the 
Vitory reſtored the Price to 
thoſe Chapmen that were wil- 
ling to part with what they had 
bought.  Avidius Caſſius, upon 
falſe Advice that he was dead, 
| ſciz'd the Government, and was 
three Months after ſlain, M. 
Aurelius died at Vienna, after 
a Reignof 19 Years and eleven 
Months. 

He was ſucceeded by his 
wicked Son Aurelius Commodus 
Antoninus, who reſembled Nero 
for Cruelty, Luſt, Avarice, and 
ſuch Arts as are ſcandalous in 
an Emperor. Having ſettled his 
Aﬀairs with the Germans, he 
triumph'd at Rome. He: put to 
Death his Siſter Lucilla, who 
with ſeveral others had conſpir- 
ed againſt his Life. Heuled to 
fight amongſt the Gladiators in 
the Publick Games, He was at 
laſt, after an infamous Life, ta- 
ken off by the Contrivance of a 
Miſtreſs, and the Captain-Ge- 
neral of his Life-guard, whom 
he had determined to, put to 
Death. He reigned 12 Years, 
9 Months, and 14 Days 

After Commodus was taken off 
in the Year of Chriſt 193, P. 
Helvius Pertinax was declared 
Emperor, by the ſame that had 
diſpatch'd Commodus, who en- 
deavouring to reduce the Com- 
mon-wealth into better Order,

Septimius Severus, after he had 
reigned 2 Manths and 15 Days. 

'ThisSeverus, aNative of Afri- 
ca, was at that'time Lieutenant 
of Pannonia, and took vpon him 
the Government under the Pre- 
tence of reyenging. Pertinax's 
Death. He firſt of all disband- 
ed the Guards for that abomi- 
nable Murder. 'Then he fell 
upon Peſcennius Niger, Lieute- 
nant of Syria, and Clodius Al- 
binus of Britain, his Competi- 
tors for the Empire. Niger was 
conquered, and: Antioch, into 
which he threw himſelf, was 
taken ; after which fleeing to- 
wards the River Euphrates, he 


was overtaken and-flain. Aﬀer

Rome, whoſe Daughter Plotilla 
* was Contracted to Antoninus, 
| Severus's Son, and the Nuptials 
| celebrated in the Tenth Year of 
* Severus's Reign. But not long 
' after Plotianus being engag'd in 
| a Plot againſt the Emperor, was 
| flain by his Son-in-law, and a 
great many, that had been in his 
Intereſt, killed after him 
| © Severus undertook an Expe- 
| Cition into Britain with his two 
| Sons, in the 15th Year of his 
| Reign, where he continued three 
| Years, being very ſucceſsful, and 
drew a Wallcroſs the Iſland for 
| its Security. He died at York, 
after he had reigned 17 Years, 
8 Months, and 3 Days. 
Antoninus Caracalla andGeta, 
the two Sons of Seyerus, were 
after him adyanced to the Em- 
pire, in the Year of Chriſt 211, 
| But the Difference of their Hu- 
mour and Manners was ſuch, 
that they were perpetually at 
Variance. Geta was of a mild 
and civil Temper, the other 
crael and boiſterous; who in 
the 2d Year of their Reign ſlew 
his Brother in his Mother's Bo-

After this he march'd 
into the Eaſt, At Alexandria he 
made a fad Maſſacre of the In- 
habitants, for having ſome time 
before made ſome Jeſts upon 
him. He invaded after that Ar- 
tabanus King of the Parthians, 
and Jaid waſte his Dominiens. 
He was taken off by the Contri- 
vance of OpiliusMacrinus, after 
he had reigned fix Years and 
two Months. 


Macrinus enjoy'd the Empire 


but a ſhort while ; for he and 
his Son; too were ſlain by the 
Soldiers, within a Year and two 
Months after he came to it, and 
was ſucceeded by Antoninus He- 
hogabalus, ſuppoſed, but falſely,. 
to be the Son of Caracalla. This 
was the vileſt Wretch that ever 


liv'd, given up to all manner of 


Debauchery, Wherefore after 


® Reign of three Years and nine 


Months, he was ſlain by the 
Soldiery, with his Mother Se- 
mtamuira, or Julia, 


Aﬀter him M. Aurelius Alex- 
ander mounted the 'Throne, hav- 
ing been created Czſar the 
Year before, an extraordinary 
Prince, and well iuftrufted. in 
all'the Arts of Peace and War. 
He: carried a fſtrift Hand over 
the Judges, and was very ſe- 
vere vpen all thoſe that by 
Favour er Bribery tranigrefſcd

He was ſucceſsful againſt 
the Perfians, but at laſt ſlain in 
a Sedition of his Army, 
In the 5th Year of his Reign, 
* Artaxerxes thePerſian havingde- 
* ſeated the Parthians in threeBat- 
' tles, and ſlain their King Artaba- 
 nus, did raiſe anew the Empire 
of the Perſians in the Eaſt. He 
| made an Excurſion too into the 
' Roman Territories, but was de- 
 feated by Alexander. Afﬀeer 
| which he undertook an Expe- 
dition againſt the Germans, in 
| which he was flain by Maximi- 
| nus, together with his Mother, 
| after a Reign of 13 Years. 
Maximinus, after the Murder 
{ of Alexander, was made Empe- 
| ror, who put a happy End to

The Gordians inA- 
frica being taken off, after aYear 
and ſome few Days, by Capelian 
Maximinus's General , Balbinus 
and Maximus Pupienus, 2 of the 
20Commiſſtoners, were advanc'd 
to the Empire by the Senate, in 
the Year of Chriſt 237 3 in 
which Maximinus, as he -was 
befieging Aquileia, was ſlain by 
the Soldiers, with his Son, that 
was but a Boy, after a Reign of 
two Years and 10 Months. 


Balbinus and Pupienus, with. 


Gordian a Boy, and the Grand- 
child, as Capitolinus, but Son, 
as Eutropius ſays, of that Gor- 
dian which we have already 
told you periſhed in Africa with 
His Son, reign'd together for a 


Year. But afterwards being de-- 


firous to get rid of Gordian, who 
was more 1in.favour than them- 
ſelves, they were ſlain by. the 
Soldiers, in the Year of Chriſt 
238;from which 'TimeGordian 
enjoyed the Empire by himſelf, 
a Boy of an extraordinary Ge- 
nius, and turn'd to all 'Manner 
of Virtue.z which was improy'd 
by the Prudence of .Miſitheus, 
a very learned andeloquentMan, 
whole Daughter he married ; 
with whom he marched at the 
_ Head of a. great Army againſt 


the Perſians, and recovered /

'Place the Parricide ſucceeded, 
E In the 4th Year of this Phi- 
Flip's Reign the Secular Games 
were celebrated at Rome, in 
Ethe thouſandthYear of the City. 
LHe was at laſt ſlain at Verona 
by the Soldiers, as he entered 
upon "the ſixth Year of his 
: Reign, . / 

' Decius, born in lower Pan- 
nonia, a Man of great Courage 
and Experience in War, ſuc- 
Iceeded him, He periſh'd in a 
Moraſs in a Battle againſt the 
Barbarians, after a Reign of 3© 
Months. This Defeat was oc- 
cafioned by the Treachery of 
Gallus, who ſecretly caballed 
with the Enemy. | 

| This Gallus being made Em- 
peror by the C hoice of the Sol. 
Gdery, and having taken his Son 
ito him as his Partner in the Go- 
Fvernment, was ſlain together 
with him by the Soldiers, two 
Years and 4Months after at In- 
eramna, as he was marchin 
againſt ZEmilian, who was rail 
ang a Rebellion in Mozſia, 

| /Emilian reigned not long, 
 Whbeing ſlain in three Months 
KFlime after his Advancement ; 
and was ſucceeded by Valerian, 
with his Son Gallienus, who 
neigned together fix Years 3 du-

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ring which Time the RomanEm- 
pire was miſerably rent by the 
Barbarians. Several 'Tyrants, 
ſtarted up in ſeveral Places, who 


are reckoned to be 3o in Num-- 


ber by TrebelliusPollio. W here- 
fore Valerian marching againſt 
the Scythians, who had taken 
 Chalcedon, burnt Nice, and the 
Temple of the Epheſian Diana; 
and from thence advancing a- 
gainſt Sapores, that was very 
troubleſome to the Eaſtern Bor- 
ders, he was taken Priſoner by 
him, and treated like a vile 
Slave ; for when he mounted his 
Horſe, he ſet his Foot upon his 
Neck, who bowed himſelf for 
that Purpoſe. At laſt he order'd 
him to be flead and ſalted. This 
Victory over the Romans, hap- 
pen'd in the Year of Chriſt 260. 
Afﬀter which Odenatns, a Sena- 
tor of the Palmyrenians, whom 
Zenobia had married, bravel 
repulſed the Perſians that fill 
harraſs d the Borders, 

In the mean Time Gallienus, 
given up to nothing but Luxury 
and Debauchery, ſuffered the 
Empire to be torn in Pieces by 
the Barbarians and Tyrants. 
Odenatus, after the taking of 
Niſibis and Carrz, and Recove- 
ry of Meſopotamia, upon rout- 
of the Perſians, 
having ſent the great Lords of 
the Perſians to him in Chains, 
he was not aſham'd to triumph 
as if he had conquer'd them 
himſelf. Odenatus was mur- 
der'd by his Couſin, together 
with his Son Herod, whoſe Wife

Fernment, Gallienus was flain 
Evith his Brother Valerian atMi- 
Wan, as he was marching againſt 
EAureolus the Tyrant. He reign'd 
blmoſt ſeven Years with his Fa- 
Ether, and eight alone. | 
Claudius ſucceeded him, a 
Frugal and moderate Prince, and 
Lyery ſerviceable to the Pablick; 
Iwho having taken off the Ty- 
rant Aureolus, was very ſucceſs- 
ful againſt the Goths, of whom 
Lhe flew 320000, and ſunk 2000 
lof their Ships. The reſt of the 
Barbarians were conſumed at 
| Hezmimontium by Famine and 
Peſtilence ; and ſoon after Clau- 
dius dy*'d of the ſame Plague, 
after a Reign of one Year and 
9 Months. 

His Brother Quintilius uſurp- 
ing the Empire, was ſlain by the 
' Soldiers 16 Days after, who 


| had now made Choice of Aure-- 


lian, a Perſon of mean Birth, 
but reckoned amongſt the moſt 

| glorious Princes only a little too 
cruel, He ſubdued the A- 
lemanni and Marcomanni, from 
whom the Romans had before 
received a fignal Overthrow. 
After this Victory he came to 
{ Rome, and put ſeveral of the 
| Senators to death, and enlarged 
| the Walls of the City. Then 
marching Eaſtward, he con- 
quered Zenobia, whom with the 

| Tyrant Tetrichus he led in Tri- 
umph. Aurelius Vi&or tells us, 
he was the firſt of the Roman 
Emperors that wore a Diadem 
on

After 
his Death there was an Interreg- 
num of about 7 Months, occaſi- 
oned by a very amicable Diſpute 
between the Senate and the Ar- 


my,about the Ghoice of an Em- 


Peror ; whilſt each of them were 
for quitting that Privilege to the 
other. | 

At length Tacitus. was choſen 
by the Senate, a-Perſon of .ex- 
cellent Morals, and very fit for 
the Government, who was de- 
ſcended from Tacitus the Hiito- 
rian; but he died of a Fever 
200 Days after at Tarſus. His 
BrotherFlorianus ſucceeded him. 
But Probus being ſet up by a 
Majority of the Army, Floria- 
nus bled himſelf to-Death, 60 
Days after the Death of his 
Brother, in the Year of Chriſt 
270. 

This Probus was born in Pan- 
nonia Sirmienſis, a. very fine 
Men ; for he was both an ex- 
cellent Soldier, and of unſpotted 
Morals. As ſoon as he was 
made Emperor, he puniſhed all 
thoſe that had a Hand in the 
Death of Aurelian. After that 
he marched for France, and re- 
covered ſeveral Towns out of 
the Hands of the Barbarians, 
and flew almoſt 70,000 of them. 
After the reducing of Gaul, he 
recover'd ]Illyricum, and ſubdu'd

'This happen'd 
in the 7th Year of his Reign, 
and the 282d of Chriſt. | 

Probus was ſucceeded by M. 
Aurelius Carus, born atNarko in 
France, who immediately made 
his Sons Carinus and Numeria- 
nus, Czfars; and having ſent 
Carinus to take care of France, 
he marci'd into the Eaſt againſt 
the Perſians with Numerian ; 
where after he had reduced Me- 
ſopotamia, and march'd as far as 
Ctefiphon, he was firuck dead 
with Thunder, having reigned 
about a Year. Numerian be- 
mg mightily concerned for his 
Father's Death, contrafted a 
Weakneſs in his Eyes with. 
Weeping, and was flain by the 
Contrivance of his Father-in 
law Aper. 

Carinus was nothing like his 
Father and Brother, being guilty 
of all manner of Wickedneſs ; 
wherefore he was equally odious 
to both High and Low. He 
was betrayed by his own Ar- 
my at Margum in Mceſia, and 
lain by the Soldiers of Diocle-

which Reaſon as often as he met 
with a Boar he uſed to kill him. 
Afﬀeer he had killedAper, he ſaid 
he had found the fatal Boar. He 
ſuppreſs'd the Boors that made 


an Inſurregion in Gaul, and 


called themſelves Bacaudz, by 
Maximianus Herculius, whom 
he ſent thitter for that Purpoſe. 
In the Year 285, in which this 
Herculius was firſt made Czſar, 
the Year following he was made 
Auguſt. About the ſame Time 
Caraufius having ſeiz'd upon 
Britain, and Achileus in Zgypt 
pretended to the Empire, and 
in the Eaſt Narſes King of the 
Perſians being ready to fall upon 
the Romans, and Africa being 
waſted by the OUR guagenige; 
the better to deal with all theſe 
Wars at once, he created Con- 
ſtantius Chlorus, and Galerius 
Maximian, Czſars This latter 
was born in Dacia, not far 
from Sardica, and was firnamed 
Armentariuvs, becauſe he had 
been a Herdſman. 
gave his Daughter Valeria to 
Armentarius, and Maximianus 
Herculius, diſpoſed of his Step- 
Daughter, Theodora, to Conſtan- 
tius, After this Diocleſian went 
for Egypt, Heraclitus intoAfrica

Ale&us, eight Years after his Re- 
nh At the ſame time the Quin- 
quegentians were reduced b 
Maximianus Herculius ; and Ga- 
Jerias Armentaiius, defeated by 
Narſes, being haughtily received 
by Dioclefian, did the Year fol- 
lowing, 297, revenge this Diſ- 
grace, by routing the Perſian Ar- 
my, and taking the Wives, Sif- 
ters, and Children of Narſes Pri- 
ſoners; upon which Dijocleſian 
received him honourably in Me- 
ſopotamia, 


At laſt, after a ſplendid Tri- 
umph, Dioclefian and Herculius 
laid down their Authority : 
The former did 1t out of choice, 
and retired to Salonz ; the other 
was prevailed upon more by 
the Authority of his Colleague, 
than that he had any Inclina- 
tion for it. This fell out in the 
20th of Diocleſian, and 304th 
Year of Chriſt. Upon which 
Conſtantius Chlorus and Galerius 
Maximianus Armentarius, were 
proclaimed Emperors ; Severus, 
an | Galerius Ma ximinus, theNe- 
phew of Armentarius by a Siſ- 
ter, were declar'd Czz{ars. Con: 
tantius divided the Roman Em- 
pire with Maximian, : keeping

mongſt the Gods. 


In the Year 312, Conſtantine 
arch'd againſt Maxentius, and 
Fas encourag'd to it by the Pro- 
lipy of a Croſs he ſaw in the 
eavens. Having paſs'd the Alps, 
nd defeated his Generals ncar 
'erona, he routed Maxentius 
imſelf not far from Rome, who 
ying over a Bridge he had laid 
pon the Tyber, which broke

His Siſter Conſtantia to Licinius, 
who had now been made Em- 
peror. The ſame Year Galerius 
Maximinus, a cruel Enemy of 


the Chriſtians, undertaking a 


* War againſt both the Emperors, 


was beat by Licinius in Illyri- 
cum, and fled into Aſia, where 
he dy'd a horrible Death at 
'Farſus in Cilicia, Nor did the 
Agreement betwixt the two 
Princes lalt long ; their firſt Ren- 
counter was at Cibalis, a Town 
of Pannonia ; after which they 
had another Bout in the Plains of 
Mardia ;' in both which the Lici- 
nians were entirely defeated. At 
laſt a Peace was made, and the 


_ Empire divided again, 


In the Year 324, Licinius 
taking up Arms againſt Conſtan- 
tine, upon a Pretence that he 


went beyond his Bounds and had - 


Hroke into his Dominions, receiv*d 
a great Overthrow near Hadrian- 
wple. From thence flying to 
Byzantium, he was again defeated 
Hy Seaz and being routed in 
another Battle near Chalcedon, 
he was taken Priſoner by Con-

In this Emperor's Time, By- 
zantium was rebuilt, and enr:ich'd 
with the Spoils of almoſt all the 
whole World ; ſo that it equalled 
Rome, and took its Name from 
the Founder, being called Con- 
ſantinople. - 

Aﬀter this, having ſuhdued the 
Sarmatians, and diſpoſed of them 
in ſeveral Places of the Roman 
Empire, he died in the Suburbs 
of Nicomedia, where moſt of 
the Ancients ſay he was baptiz'd, 
a little before his Death, 


He left, by Fauſta, Maximia- 
ms's Daughter, three Children, 
Heirs of the Empire, who divi- 
ded it amongſt them. Conſtan- 
tine, the eldeſt had Gaul, and all 
beyond the Alps. Conſtans, the 
youngeſt, had Rome, Italy, A- 
frica, Sicily, and the reſt of the 
Iſlands, Illyricum, 'Thracia, Ma- 
cedonia and Greece. Conſtan- 
tius the middlemeſt, Aſia, and 
the Eaſt, with /Egypt.

But the Brothers did not long 
avree ; for four Year's after their 
Father's Death, Conſtantinus ma- 
king War upon his Brother Con- 
ſans, and invading his 'Terr1- 
tories, . was ſlain near Aquileia.

Words, Thou haft conquered me, 
© Galliizan! Meaning Chriſt, 
whoſe Religion he had abjured. 

After the Death of Julian, 
Jovian, a Native of Pannonia, 
was proclaimed Emperor by the 
Soldters. He ordered the Idols 
Temples to be ſhut up, and 
their Sacrifices to be aboliſhed. 
He made an inglorious Peace 
with ___ King of the Per- 
lians, for 3o Years, by which 
he yielded up Nifibis and the 
greateſt Part of Meſopotamia to 
him, He died in his Return to 
Conſtantinople, in the Conknes 
of Galatia and Bithynia, 

In the Year of Chriſt 4364, 
Valentinian was choſe Emperor 
at Nice, and not long after gave 
the Title ' of Auguttus to his 
Brother Valens ; and leaving him 
in the Eaſt, came into the Welt 
himſelf. He had a great many 
good 1+ nag but was parti- 
cularly famous for his Love of

After which he 
had a War with the Goths 3 but 
upon the Suit of their King A- 
thanaricus, granted them a Peace 
in the Year 369. Ten Years 
after this, Athanaricus with Fri- 
tigernes were driven out of their 
Country by the Huns, and were 
kindly received by Valens, and 
ſettled with their Goths in 
Thrace. They afterwards made 
an InſurreQion againſt the Ro- 
mans; and Valens being wound- 
ed in a Battle againſt them, near 
Hadrianople, was burnt alive 
by the Barbarians in a Cottage 
he fled to, He reigned 14 Years 
and 4 Months. | 

The Emperor Valentinian had 
two Sons, Gratian and Valenti- 
nian, 'The former he declared 
Auguſtus in Ganl, in the Year 
367 3 and his other Son was, 
immediately after the Death of 
his Father, advanced to the 
ſame Dignity by the Soldiers, 
in the Year 375, and the 1oth 
Year of his Age. Gratian had 
_ an Averfion to Publick Buſineſs. 
After the Death of Valens, the 
Coths over-running 'Thrace and 
ether Provinces of the Roman 
Empire, being not able to bear 
the Burden alone, he ſent for 
Theodofius out of Spain, and

the Government in Britain, in 
the Year $82 ; and having 6xed 
his. Imperial Seat at 'Tryers, 
baſery killed Gratian at Lyons, 
after he had been forſaken by 
his Army. But 'Theodoſtus re- 
venged his Death, and likewiſe 
re- eſtabliſhed Valentinian the 
younger, who had been obliged

In the Weſt the frequent In- 
vaſions of the Barbarizns were 
well nigh fatal to the Roman 
State. Radagaiſus, King of the 
Goths, with four, or as others 
fay two hundred thouſand Men 
invaded Italy ; which were ve- 
ry happily cut off by Stilicho, 


the General himſelf being ta- 


ken-and flain. After him Ala- 
ricus, a King .of the Goths, 
having waſted Greece, and con- 
tinued a long Time in Epire, 
at the Inſtigation. of Stilicho, 
who was defirous to take Illyri- 
cum from Areadius, in order to 
annex it to the Dominions of 


 Honorius, afterwards penetrated 


into Italy, To get rid of him, 
Honorius gave him Spain and 
Gaul to live in, becauſe he was 
yot in a Condition to keep tho'e 
Provinces. As Alaricus was 
ma: Ching thither, Saul, a Pagan 
General, whom Srilicho had pla- 
ced at che Head of an Army, 
falling upon the Barbarians, was 
defeated by them. This Suc- 
ceis did ſo elevate Alaricus, that 
quittirg his former Deſign, he 
over-run Italy, and tovk Rome ; 
but before he did it. Siilicho 
was put to Death by the Order 
of !Jonorius, For after the [eh 
of TheoJofius, defigning to get 
the Empire to himſelf, and to

The 
better to accompliſh his Deſign, 
he reſ.lved to throw all 'Things 
into Confuſion, Wherefore he 
ſent for the Barbarians to ra- 
vage the Empire, and let the 
Alans, the Vandals, the Sueyans 
and Burgundians, looſe upon 
France and Spain His Rela- 
tion to the Emperor encouraged 
him in it ; for he had Serena, the 
Daughter of Theodoſius's Bro. 
ther in Marriage, and had dif- 
poſed of the two Daughters he 
had by her, firſt Mary, and af- 
ter her Death, Thermantia, in 
Martiage to Hcnorius. But theſe 
Intrigues being diſcovered by 
Olympius, in the Year of Chriſt 
408, he was flain by the Hands 
_ of Heraclius. 
ing Eucherius was put to Death 
with his Mother Serena, After 
Stilicho was taken off, Alaricus 
was defirous to come to an Ac- 
commocation with Honorius, but 
was fooliſhly reje&ted. Where- 
fore with a Body of Goths and 
Huns, in ConunGion with 
his Wiſe's Brother Arhaulfus, 
he laid ſiege to Rome, and car 
ry'd it in the Year 410, The 
Plunder of it he gave to his 
Soldiers; but gave Order that 
ail ſuch as fled to the Churches, 
eſpecially thoſe of Peter and Paul, 
ſhould have Quarter given them.

During this Storm in Italy, 
the ſame Calamity fell upon Gaul 
and Spain. The Alans, Vandals, 
and Suevans, laid waſteGaul, pal- 
ſed the Pyrenzan Mountains, 
and made themſelves Maſters of 
Spain, in the Year 409. The 
Vandals and Suevans ſeize upon 
Gallzcia ;. the Alans, Luſitania 
and the Province of Carthage; the 
Stlingans, which was another 


Branch of the Vandals, Butica. 


Aﬀer the breaking in of the 
Goths in 410, divers Pretenders 
to the Empire flarted up in fe 
veral Places. Firſt Attalus was 
made Emperor by the Senate, 
at the Command of Alaricus. 
He proudly rejected Honorius, 
that offer'd by his Ambaſladors, 
to receive him as his Partner 
in the Empire, but was obliged 
by. Alaricus to return to a pri- 
vate Condition, and was after 
put up and down again ſeveral 
Times. At laſt renewing us Pre- 
tenſions in Gaul, but being not 
ſupported by the Goths, he was 
take - Priſoner, and put into the 
Hands of Honorius, who ſpared 
his Life, but cut off one of his 
Hands. 

Marcus Gratianus, and Con-

reſtored Placidia to Honorius ; 
after which he made a War a- 
g.inft the Alans, . Vandals, Sue- 
vans, and other Nations, who had 
ſettled in Spain, Honorius mar- 
ried Placidia againſt her: Will, 


to Conſtantius Comes, who con- 


firmed the Peace wich Vuallia, 
ſent for him back into Gaul, and 
gave him that Part of Aquit2in 


Schick line betwixt Tholoule and 


the Sea, to dwell in, Upon 
this Tholouſe became the Capi-- 
tal of the Gothick or Veſego- 
thick Kingdom in Gaul. 'I his 
happened m the Year 419. In 
the Year following Honorius, 


_ againſt his Will, made Conitan- 


tius his Partner in the Empire, 
who died in ſeven Months at:er. 
as did Honorijus himieif in the 


Year 423.

of Geifericus. For Boniface be- 
irg wimpeached by /Etius of High 
Treaſon, and Sigiſvultus Heing 
ſent againſt him, finding him- 
ſelf not a Match for the Ro. 
mans, fled to the Vandals for 
Afliſtance, with whom he had 
contracted an Afﬀinity before. 
Wherefore in the Year 427, 
Geiſericus with 800co Vandals 
and Alans pafſed over into A- 
frica, and make himſelf Maſter 
of it. In the mean Time Bo- 
niface being reconciled to Pla- 
cidia, and not being able to 
perſuade the Barbarians to go 
Home again, endeavoured to 
oblige them to it by Force of 
Arms, and was routed. He 
went to Rome upon it, and Gicd 
there not long after. 

Ztius in Gaul play'd his Part 
pretty well for the Romans, a- 
gainſt the Franks, Goths, Bur- 
gundians, Huns and other Bar- 
barians. The Huns ZEtius had 
ſent for to his Afliſtance again 
the Goths. In the Year 434, 
Honoria, Valentinian's Siſter, be- 
ing baniſhed the Court for 
Lewdneſs with her Steward, 
and ſent to Theodofius Emperor

In the Year 450, Attila 
marched into Gaul, which at 
that Time the Viſegoths, Franks, 
Burgundians, Alans, and other 
Barbarians, were in Poſlefſion 


of. Part of it the Romans made 


a Shift to keep, under the Com- 
mand of Ztius, who alone at 
that Time kept the Weſtern 
Empire from falling to utter 


Ruin, Attila laid fieg2 to Au- 


relia, but ZEtius commg upon 
him, obliged him to raiſe the 
Siege, and purſued him into 
Gallia Belgica, and overthrew 
him, in a great Battle that was 
fought in the Plains of Cata- 
launia, There were ſlain on 
both Sides at leaſt 170000, and 
amongſt them Theodoricus King 
of: the Goths, Its certain the 
Huns might have been utterly 
deſtroyed, if Atius had not 


been afraid, that in caſe the 


Huns ſhould be entirely cut off, 
the Goths would be inſupporta 
ble in Gaul, |

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Attila having unexpe&tedly 
eſcaped, poured his 'Troops into 
Italy, where he laid Siege to 
Aquileia, and levelled it with 
the Ground. Aﬀter that he 
laid waſte, Milan, Ticinum, and 
other Towns; and marching 
for Rome, was ſo wrought upon 
by Leo, that met him at the 
River Mincius, that he went 
into his own Country ; after- 
wards returning into Gaul againſt 
the Alans, who had poſted them- 
ſelves beyond the Loire, he was 
again defeated by 'F horiſmundus, 
as he had been in the Plains of 
Catalaunia ; and in the Year 454, 
after a Debauch with Wine, died 
of a Vomiting of Blood. 


They ſay the City of Venice 
owes its Original to that Inroad 
of the Barbarians, moſt of the 
Italians, and eſpecially thoſe of 
Fatavium, fleeing from the Fire 
and Ruins' of their Cities to 
ſome Rocks and deſart Iſlands in 
the Sea for Refuge. | 

Valentinian upon the Death 
of his Mother Placidia, let looſe 
the Reins of Licentiouſneſs, and 
abuſed his Authority, for the 
Satisfaction of his Luit and Cru- 
elty, He debauched the Wife 
of Maximus the Senator, put to 
Death Ztius, after Maximus 
had by his crafty Contrivances 
rendered him ſuſpe&ted, in the 
Year 454; and the Year fol- 


lowing by the Contrivance of 


the ſame Maximus, he was 
tabbed by @tius's Life-guard

Pieces by his own Men, and 
thrown into the Tiber, after a 
Reign of hardly two Months, 
Genſericus, after he had taken 
the City, was ſo mollify'd by an 
Addrefs of Pope Leo's, that he 
did not ſet Fire to it, or put 
any to the Sword ; but made 
Plunder of all the Wealth of 
the Place, both ſacred and pro- 
fane for 14 Days together, and 
carry'd of Eudoxia, with her 
two Daughters, Eudocia and 
Placidia, inta Africa; the former 
of which he marry*d to his Son 
Hunericus, 

In the mean Time Avitus 
Gallus being proclaimedEmperor 
by the Gallick Army at 'Tho- 
loufe, madePeace with theGoths; 
at whoſe Perſuaſion, Theodoric 
entering Spain, conquered the 
Suevans, and killed their King 
Rechiarius, in the Year 456. 


Aﬀer him Majorianus took 

the Government upon him at 
Ravenna, a Prince of a great 
Soul, who being deſirous to re- 
cover Africa, was going to Gen- 
ſericus under the Title of an 
Ambaſſador ; but being ſeized

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bliged to reſign, was put to Death 
in the Year 461, after a Reign 
of 4 Years, and 4 Months, 

Ricimer ſet up Severus for 
Emperor, according to an A- 
oreement betwixt them, and 
poiſoned him in the fourth Year 
of his Reign. 

After this there was an Inter- 
regnum of a Year and ſome 
Months, till Anthemius was 
ſent into the Weſt, by the Em- 
peror of the Eaft, Leo, between 
whom and Ricimer it had been 
agreed he ſhould be declared 
Emperor, and his Daughter 
ſhould marry Ricimer. "Thus 
the Barbarian being made An- 
themius's Son-m-law, with his 
wented Perfidioufneſs, firſt rai- 
ſed a Civil War againſt him, 
and then put him to Death at 
Rome, after he had reigned five 
Years and ſome Months. 

Olybrius was after this put 
up in the Room of Anthemius 
by Ricimer, who died 40 Days 
after Anthemius's Death ; nor 
was he long ſurvived by Oly- 
brias, for he died the ſame 
Year about 7 Months after his 
Promotion. 

He was followed by Glyce- 
rius, who took the Government 
upon him at Ravenna, in the 
Year 473, and reigned a Year 
and four Months. _ 


He was ſucceeded by Julius 


Nepos, who was taken off in 
about five Years after his Ad- 
Vancement. |

dren to waſte two Thirds, at leaſt, of their 'Time in Saun: 
tering and Plav, or tumbling the Leaves of a Di&ijonary 
to Pieces, for the Benefit of the Bookſellers, who alone reap

But perhaps it may be alledged (for ſome I have known 
weak enough to make the Allegation) ** That the getting 
«« their Leſſons by aDiCtionary fixes the Meaning cf Words 
« better-in the Memory of Boys than the Uſe of Tranſla- 
«« tions.” 'To which I anſwer, ſuppoſing it praQicable for 
young Boys to get their Leſſons by the Help of a Di&'onary, 
which TI have ſhewn it is not, yet does the toſſing over 
the Leaves of a DiCtionary to find a Word, contribute to 
fix the Meaning of it, when found, in the Memory? If ſo, 
the longer Boys are in finding a Word, thatis, the longer 
they are e're they come at the Senſe of theWord, the better 
they will remember it Which is av much as to ſay, that 
the lefs Buſineſs they do, the greater-Progreſs they will 
make ; which I fear is too ridiculous to paſs with any body. 
The turning over the Leaves of a Dictionary, *tis evident, | 
can ſignify no more to the Purpoſe, than the tofſing of a 
Ball, or the knocking down of Nine-pins. What is it 
then that is of Uſe for fixing the Meaning of a Word in 
the Memory ? *Tis plainly nothing but ſeeing it in the 
DiEtionary, and repeating it over and over again. And 
is there any thing of Charm in the Name of a Dictionary, 
that the ſeeing the Meaning of a Word in a Trarflation run - 
ning in a Column along with the Original, joined with the, 
like Repetition of it, thould not produce the fame Effect, 
and conduce as much to fix it in the Memory ? 'The read- 
ing a Word three or four Times over in a Dictionary, 
you ſay, will make a itrong Impreſſion upon the Mind, 
Will not reading the ſame Word as often over in any other 
Book, under any 9ther Denomination, produce the lixe Im- 
preflion ?-If nor, it muſt be becauſe the Leaf of a Dictto- 
nary, as ſuch, has ſome ſtrange bewitching Virtue in it, 
a Power of operating upon the Mind,and affeRing it, which 
the Leaf of no other Book can poſlibly have— Rifum

E have likewiſe heard it alledged, That the Uſe of Tran/- 
lations will make Boys idle ; an Allegation moreridicutous, 
if poflible, than the former. . As Boys Buſineſs is by the 
Uſe of Tranſlations: renderel vaitly more cafy to- them, 
if- their Task or Leſſon is increaſed in Proportion, as 1t 
ought to be, hoy is there any Encouragen.eat given, or 
= N 5 | Allow 
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Allowanee made, for Idleneſs ? Tranſlations are deſign'd 
to aſlift Boys in getting their Leſſons only, not in ſaying 
them to the Maſter. In this latter Caſe the Tranſlations 
are to be under cloſe Cover, that by the Manner of the 
Boys acquitting themſelves, the Maſter may, have Proof of 
their Diligence, or the contrary. And if the ſame Methods 
are taken to encourage Induſtry, and diſcourage [dleneſs, 
where Boys are helped by a Tranſlation, as where they 
have the Help of a Maſter, or are left to the Uſe of a Dic- 
tionary, why ſhould they not have the ſame Effet * If 
Sugat-Plums, Fruit, Play-things, or Half-pence, will make 
Boys attend diligently to the Inſtrutions of a Maſter, or 
thrum their Dictionary heartily, will they not operate as 
{trongly to make Boys diligent in the Uſe of a Tranfla- 
. tion ? Or, if CorreCion be neceſſary, why ſhould it not 
work upa Lad to Induſtry, as well where he has the Aſ- 
ſiftance of a 'T ranſlation, as where he has not ? Will a 
Tranſlation make him thicker skinned, or leſs ſenſible of 
Pain ? O rem ridiculam, Cato, & jocoſam ! it is therefore 
a very ſenſible Thing to pretend, that "Tranſlations w ill 
make Boys idle. One way to encourage them to [nduftry 
13, to make their Buſineſs eaſy and pleaſant to them, which 
'Tran{lations certainly do ; And thereforeare a viſibleMeans, 
not to mae them idle but induſtrious. Whereas in the 
vulgar Method of our Schools. Boys find it impraCticable 
to Co their Buſineſs to Content, and fo are oftentimes ren- 
cered deſperately idle, as being convinced by frequent and 
wotul Experience, that no Pains, no Induſtry they can uſe, 

_ will avail to ſecure them effetually from the Lath. 
Their ObjeC&tions againſt the Uſe of Tranſlations have 
not however hindred, but that 'Tranſlations have been 
thought ſo neceſlary for the eaſy and ſpeedy Attainment of 
tne Gree# Tongue, that for above theſe 150 Years laſt paſt, 
no Authors m that Language have been publiſhed without 
them, This might, one would think, have naturally led 
the World to the Puriuit of the ſame Method, at leaſt with 
the eafier Authors of the Latin Tongue for the Uſe of 
Schools, For muſt it not needs appear to any conſiderate 
Man a little unaccountable, that Tranſlations ſhould be 
thought uſeful and neceilary for Men or elder Boys, in 
order to their more eaſy and ſpeedy Progreſs in the Greek 
Tongue, but neither neceflary nor uſeful for younger Boys, 
in the Attainment of the Latin? Is it agreeable to Reaſon 
OL 


'&r common Seriſe, to ſuppoſe a Roy of ſixteen or ſeven- 
teentiYears of Age to ſtand in need of a Tranſlation, to aſlift 
«him 'in reading of Greek, but that a Boy of ten or twelve 
*may do his Buſineſs in the Latin Tongue eaſily and expe- | 
ditiouſly enongh without any ſuch Help ? Has a Child of 
that Age more Senſe for the conſulting and uſing a Latin 
-Di#tionary, thanthe has for making uſe of a Greek Lexicon, 
*whenche is artived almoſt at the Years of Manhood ? And 
"what forry Work would Foy» make of it, if upon entring 
"the Greek Teflament, they ſhould be denied the Uſe of a_ 
Latin Teflament, to help them in getting their Leffons, 
and be obliged to pick the Meaning of their Words out 
of a Lexicon? Every brdy can ſee the Abſurdity of ſach 
a*Manner of proceeding in this Inſtance, and would be for- 
ward enough to cry out againft any Mer that ſhould be 
guiſty of it. And yet the like Abſurcity committed in 
the Teaching of the Latin Tongue goes glibly down, and. 
paſſes for the moſt proper Way of proceeding. Now what 
3 it that diſpoſes Men to make fo wide a Difference, where 
there 1s none at all in the Nature of Things # Nothing 
'but Cuſtom, the great Rule that moil Mien 1fually go by 
In 'the moſt important Aﬀairs 'of Life, without conſu!- 
ting their Reaſon at all. Very few have the noble Free- 
dom of Mind to examines Things {tricily and impartially, 
in order' to make the Reſult of ſuch Fx:iminzion the 
Rule of their Conduct. The Generality chuic to ſave 
themſelyes that Trouble, by going with the Herd, qua itur 
.non qua eundum eff, as a Great Man amongtt theAncients 
words himſelf upon Occaſion mazing the fame Remarl:, 
if my Memory fails'me not. 

As for the Hebrew Tongue, to facilitate the Learning of 
that, Arias Mentanus long fince publiſhed the Hebrew Bi- 
ble with an interlineary Verſion, for which, T doubt not, 
fuch as apply themſelves to the Study of the HebreavLan- 
guage, are thankful to his Memory ; at leaſt they have a 
great deal of Reaſon, I am ſuye, having received myſelf a 
great deal of Benefit from the Uſe of it in learning that 
Language. And Mr, Locke was ſo ſenfible of the vaſt Help 
to be had from Literal Tranſlations, that he did not think 
it below him to publiſh Z/op's Fables in the ſame Form as 
'Montanus did the Hebrew Bible, with an interlineary Yer- 
fion. Iogrant indeed that Way of publiſhing Authors with. 
the Tranilation ſo intermixed' with the Original, is not 
- --- | I 6 - proper 
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proper for Schools. But however: what" thoſe two Gen” 
tlemen did in that Way, ſhews ſufficiently their, Opinion 
_ of the Uſefulneſs of Literal Tranſlations. And the latter, 
Mr. Locke, thought ſo well of them, that he declares in 
his Book of Education, Mothers may by the Help of them 
teach their Sons the Latin Tongue themſelves, if they 
Pleaſe, Whatever Stir, ſays he, there is made about getting 
of” Latin, his (a young Gentleman's) Mother may teach it 
him herſelf, if ſhe will but ſpend twa or three Hours in a 
Day with him, and make him read the Evangelifts in Latin 
to, Her. For ſhe need not buy a Latin Teſtament, and having 
Þot ſomebody to mark the laſt Syllable but one, in Words of 
above two Syllables (which is enough to regulate her Pronun- 
ciation ) read daily in the Goſpels, and then let her awoid un- 
derſtanding them in Latin, if foe can. And when ſhe under- 
flangas the Evangeliſts in Latin, let her in the ſame Manner 
read /Elop's Fables, and ſo. proceed on to Eutropius, Juſtin, 
end other ſuch Books. 1ado not mention this as an Imagina- 


tion of what T fancy may do, but as of a Thing 1 have known 


doxe, and the Latin Tongue with Eaſe got this Way. 

To conclude, the Uſe of Literal Tran/lations has no Dit- 
ficulty in it, employs nothing but Memory. The Boys 
have proper Wards all ready at Hand, without the tedious 
and oftentimes fruitleſs Labour of hunting and poring ina 
DiQtionary, or that of troubling their Mafter or School- 
Fellows for them ; and ſo go ſmoothly forward, without 
any Rubs in their Way, or Loſs of 'Time, and with a great 
deal of Satisfation to find their Buſineſs ſo very ealy. 
And I ſhall venture to ſay, what I believe few Men of 
venſe, that will but duly conſider what has been ſaid 
above, will gainſay, 'That a Boy by the Help of Literal 
Tranſlations would make a better Progreſs in the Lan- 
guage in one Year, than without them 'he could do in 
th:ee or four. 

Nor are Literal Tran/lations of Latin Authors uſeful only 
f.r the lower Forms of a School, but likewiſe for the 
higher, or {uch as can read them pretty well, without 
any ſuch Help, as well to bring them to a more compleat 
AC ,uaintance with them, in the moſt expeditious Manner, 
as likewiſe to a Readineſs in the writing and ſpeaking of 
proper Latin, by reading the Tranſlation into the original 
Latin of the Author. Conftant Converſation in Latin 
with ſuch as talk it well, would indeed be of great yo 
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for-that- Purpoſe : But then very little can be done in that 
way at School ; for to confine Boys to the talking of Latin 
among themſelves, before they have attained any tolerable 
Skill in the Language, is abſurd, and. a Means to prevent 
their ever ſpeaking or writing it well. If Boys are to be 
ſo confined, they ought to be conſtantly attended by a good 
Maſter, to help:them out upon all Occaſions, by furniſh- 
ing them with proper Language. But this is manifeſtly 
impraCticable, where!there are but two Maſters in a School, 
or, as 1s oftentimes the Cafe, but one. A. ready and pro- 
per Uſe of the Latin Tongue is a Matter of very great 
Difficulty, and never to be attained by Boys talking bar- 
barouſly amongſt themſelves, if it is at all attainable at 
School. For my Part I never yet knew fo much as one 
Inſtance of its being attained there, in any School that has 
come within the Reach of my Obſervation, or indeed any 
thing like it. Nay, I have talked with very ingenious 
Men, and good Judges in the Caſe, becauſe Perſons of con- 
ſiderable Experience in that Way, who looked upon the 
bringing Boys at School to any thing of a true and genuine 
Latin Style wholly impraQticable, Now, though I will not 
affirm this, yet I muſt be allowed to ſay, it is a Matter of 
very great Difficulty, inſomuch that I greatly queſtion whe- 
ther any Methed that can be- taken with them. will be 
found,oenerally ſacceſsful, in any reaſonable Time, beſides 
this I here recommend. All the Grammar indeed neceſſary 
for the Purpoſe, may eaſily be taught them : But when 
that is done, the Main of the Difficulty is ftill behind, as 


every one muſt be ſenſible that knows much of the Latin 


Tongue. A ready Uſe of proper Terms, and of proper 
Phraſes, or Forms of Exprefſion upon all Occaſions, ſeems 
hardly attainable in any reaſonable Time, or the longeſt 
Term of the Continuance of Boys at Grammar-Schools, but 
in the Method I propoſe, This, I ſay, will be the moit 
ready expeditious Method that can be taken, at School 
however, to furniſh the Mind with a Plenty of Words, 
and a variety of Phraſes and Expreflions for the ſame Senſe, 
and that without any Danger of Error, which the Uſe of 
DiRionaries and' Phraſe-Books would be attended with: 
For none indeed can receive any great Benefit for that 
Purpoſe, but ſuch as are from them good Judges in the

ſation. For the great Advantage of conſtant Converſation 
for.the Attainment of 'any Language, lies in the perpetual 
R xercife of the Invention, in what a Man fays' himſelf, 
and the like perpetual Aſſiſtance given to his Invention, in 
the conſtant Suggeſtion of proper Language by thoſe he 
converſes with, Now both theſe Advantages -are to be 
had from the Method of Proceeding here adviſed, and the 
latter:of them to-a greater - Degree of 'PerfeCtion, than 
can be had in the Way of: Converſation. For in convering 


to-attain the Uſe ofa Language, the Learner employs his 


Invention to expreſs his Thoughts properly ; he hunts and 


caſts about continually for Words and Phraſes that may ſuit 


his Deſign. If he delivers himſelf improperly, or ſticks 
and fiammers for want of Language, thoſe the converſes 
with corre& his Improprieties, and help him to- what 1s 
proper, which he carefully attends to, arid repeats, it may 
be, two'or three Times to himſelf, to make it ſtick by 
him, againſt another Occaſion, Juſt ſo too in attempting 
to'read a '[ranſlation into Latin, the Learner firetches his 
Invention, and ſtudies for proper Words and Phraſeology, 
viz. that 'of the Original, which he has peruſed carefully 
over, comparing it Period by Period with the Tranſlation 
to prepare him for the Work he is upon. If he cannot: 
ſatis'y himſelf therein, or is at a Stop, one fingle Caſt of 
his Eye upon the Latin Column informs him in what he 
- warts, which he reads with cloſe Attention over and over, 
in_ order to remember it againſt a repeated Peruſal 6f the 
Faragraph or Chapter. 'Thus the Invention 1s as MD 
ErCuC 
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erciſed. and affifted in-this Way of uſing Tranſlations, as in 
Converſation ; in which-exerciſe and Afſiſtance given . to 
the Invention lies the whole Advantage of Converſation 
for the attaining of a Language. Nay, the Inventions 
more ſubſtantially aſſiſted in the former Cafe. For the 
Claflic Authors were Men of the moſt eminent Parts, who 
writ in their native Language, writ at leiſure and upon 
Deliberation, reviewed and corre&ted their Works, over 
and over, thereby reducing them to ſuch an Aceuracy and 
ExaGtneſs, as no modern Talker of Latin muſt pretend to

of Latin a new Grammar of the Latin Tongue; by the Help, 


1 fay, of theſe already publiſhed, and fome few more of

der. For how ſhould thoſe who have for ſo many Years h) 
together at School, been ſo much inured to vile, barbarous it 
Language, be able to deliver themſelves in much better, fl 
with any great Eaſe or Readineſs ; It is Uſe makes Per- ſl 
feneſs in every thing Mankind have Occaſion to learn in 
_ order to practiſe. And therefore it is not to be expected, 
that our Youth, after they have run through the Courſe 
of a Grammar School, ſhould have any Talentat the writmg. 
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or ſpeaking handſome Erg/i, with any Eaſe or Fluency, 
if they have never been uſed to any Thing -f that Kind 
there, but inftead thereof, have had the Reliſh of theirfvlinds 
vitiated, by a perpetualRun of improper harbarou: Language, 
or mere Gibberiſh. But in the Way of Proceedin- tore 
adviſed to, the Cale is the Reverſe. The Invention'. bring 
ſo conſtantly exerciſed in Search of proper handſome | an- 
guage, and withal az conſtantly afliited in the moſt ſub- 
{tantial Manner, and preſently ſet a ging again, in caſe 
of any Etop or Diflic:lty, -muſt needs render ſuch Lan- 
guage very familiar to the Mind, and make it occur upon 
all Occaſions of Writing or Speaking, with great Eaſe and 
Readineſs. In ſhort I ſay, this way of uſing free and pro- 
per Tranſlations of Claflic Authors, is ſo apparently of the 
greatet and moſt excellent Uſe for 'the purpoſe of writing 
and ſpeaking good Ezg/i/b with Eaſe and Fluency, that, in. 
my Opinion, the Matter can admit of ne Diſpute amongft 
Perſons of any Senſe or Conſideration at. all. 0 
The ſeveral Uſes above-mentioned to be made of-Claſſic 
Authors, publiſhed together with handſome elegant 'I'ranſ- 


lations, ſhew of what prodigious Advantage it would be 


to our Grammar-Schools, to have ſome of the choicelit 
among them ſo publiſhed. Halt a dozen ſuch thrown into 
our Schools, and uſed there as they ſhould be, would cer- 
tainly work a wonderful EffeQ, ſuch as would ſoon be 
very viſible all the Nation over, by a much greater and 
quicker Improvement of Youth in both the Languages of 


Latin and Engliſh together. Now the Way of <xerciling 


Boys in Clafhcs fo publiſhed, would be, to make them get 
three or four Leſſons in the Original to read exaQtly into 
the Tranſlation 3 and when that. is done, to make them go 


the ſame Leſſons over again, and get the Tranſlation to 


read as exactly back again, into the Original Latin. This 
(I fay it again, and deſire the Reader would take Notice 
of it) will, -in.my Opinion, be the moſt effeRual expedi- 


tious Method to bring Youth to an eaſy elegant Uſe of 


both Languages, that can poſlibly be taken with them. 
From the Whole of what has been ſaid upon this Sub- 
Je of Tranſlations, I ſhall venture to.draw thisConcluſion; 
that a Manotbuta very moderate Skill in the Latix Tongue, 
may acquit himſelf in the teaching of it, by the Help of 
Tranſlations, with much greater Succeſs, than the moſt able 
Critic in the Language can do without. i have had as much 


Experience 
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Experience in the Buſineſs of Education, as moſt Men that 
have engaged in it. I have taught in the common Method, 
and in my own, ſo far as it whas practicable ( for weare yet 
far from having all the C/afies publiſhed with Tranſlations, 
that are neceſlary for the Aﬀiſtance of our Youth at School, 
to ſay nothing of other Helps that are wanting;) I add too, 
that I have thought as much upon the SubjeQ of Education, 
as perhaps any Man whatever; and I do pretend to ſay ,that 
in the common Method of Education, where the Uſe of 
Literal Tranſlations is diſallowed, Youth muſt thereby alone 
ſuffer a Loſs of at leaſt two Years Time, upon a moderate 
Computation. So that take two Boys of eq ual Age and 
Capacity, and let one ſtart twoYears before the other, in the 
reading of Authors, according to the vulgar Way of Pro- 
ceeding,and I will be anſwerable for it,that the latter ſhall, 
by the Help of Tran/{ations, at the End of the 'Third Year, 
clearly out-do the former, that had ſo much the Start of 
him. Now if this be ſo. as I am pretty ſure of it, here 
iS two Years Time quite loſt ; to which if we add two 
Years more, Boys loſe by trifling in L:/ly's Grammar, which 
I am fare is but a reaſonable Suppoſition, here is a Loſs of 
no leſs than four Years of the propereſt Time in human 
Life for the learning of Languages, to be charged to the 
Account of the uſual Management of Youth in Grammar- 
Schools, with reſpe& to thoſe two Articles alone the re- 
jeCting of proper Helps for reading the eaſter Authors,and 
the Uſe of an ill contrived Grammar in Latin. 

Now if this Time was to be ſaved, by receiving into 
our Schools a competent Number of the C/affcs with Lite- 
ral Tranſlations, and the Uſe of a compendious Methodica/ 
Grammar inEngli; and the otherFaults in the vulgar Way 
of teaching,which I have taken Notice of in my E£fay upon 
Education, were reformed, and other Helps provided for 
Schools, which I have there directed to, what a prodigious 
Advantage would it be to the Youth of the Nation ? How 
finely might ſuch as are naturally quallified to makeScholars 
(for all are not ſo) go furniſhed to an Univerſity, by the 
Age of eighteen or nineteen Years? which is as ſoon, 1 
think, as Youth ought to be ſent thither, let their Parts 
be what they will. "They would not only acquire a much 
greater Acquaintance with the Languages and Antiquities of 
ancient Greece and Rome, than they now uſually do in the 
beſt Schools, but go off pretily accompliſhed in their own 
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Language, with a competentSkill inHiſtory andGeography, 
both Antient and Modern, the Uſe of the Globes, Chrono- 
logy, &c., What a Noble'Foundation would thus be laid 
" for Academical Studies? And if this be ſo, the Matter may 

well deſerve the moſt ſerious Conſideration of all ſober 
worthy Gentlemen, concerned for the Good of their own 
Children, and that of their native Country together. 

T have now done with this importantArticle of Education, 
. and, I hope, done enough to ſatisfy any reaſonable unpre- 


judiced Reader, of the Neceſſity for a further Reformation 


of the vulgar Method of proceeding in our Schopls, as to 
this Particular, I flatter myſelf, that what has been ſaid, 
carries ſo much Light and Evidence along with it, that 
very little, if any thing at all, can be ſaid zgainſt it, with 
any Appearance of Reaſon. And if ſo, it were much to 
be wiſhed, our School-Mafters, who ftill and out 2gainit 
a Thing ſo plainly for their own Eaſe and Intereſt, as well 
as the Good of the Public, would take the Matter under 
their moſt ſerious Conſideration, But whilſt Prejudice, 
or a ſupine Negle& of Information in ſome, and a haughty 
Diſdain in others to receive any Inſtru&ions, or accept of 
any Helps, from one they conceive perhaps to be much 
below them, keep ſo many of our Maſters up to old Forms, 
the Youth of the Kingdom ſuffer miſerably by it in their 
Education: And therefore it were further to be wiſhed, 
that Gentlemen who are convinced of- the Reaſonableneſs 


of what I have been pleading for, would be pleaſed to add 


the Weight of their Authority to my poor Endeavours, and 
diſcountenance by their Reſentment, the PraQtice of ſuch 
Abſurdity upon their Sons, as till generally prevails in the 
Education of Youth in Cikwinarih ools. But after all, 


if 'any School-mafters or others, upon the Perufal of what 


has been ſaid above, remain diflatisfied, and ſtill think the 
old Way of going to work preferable to what There adviſe 
I-wiſh they would be ſo kind as to communicate to the 
Public their Sentiments upon the Matter, by a full and par- 
ticular Anfwer to this Paper. If they write in any thing 
of a plauſible and civil Manner, they ſha'l receive as civil 
an Anſwer. But it after ſo fair an Invitation, nothing ſhall 
appear in Vindication of the common Method, the World, 
I-ſuppoſe, will eafily gueſs the Reaſon of it ; and thoſe 
who follow that Method, may do well to take Notice 
thereof and refle& well upon it. All. I ſhall add is, that 
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ſuch Gentlemen as like the Sentiments delivered in this 
Diſſertaion, may I humbly preſume to hope, find many | 
more Equally agreeable to them, upon all the Branches of 
Education, in my E/ay upon the Subjeft, as likewiſe upon 
all the Branches of Literature, in a Book I publiſhed ſome 
Time ago, under the Title of 4: E/ay upon Study, wherein 
 Direfions are given for the due Condutt thereof, and the 
Colleftion of a Library proper for the Uurpoſe, conſiſting of 
the choiceſt Baoks in all the ſeveral Parts of Learning,
